Ginger  in  the  root  has  been  found  to  have  hesa  par- 
tially exhausted,  and  a  tea-company  at  Burslem  have  been 
fined  for  selling  the  article.  Previous  prosecutions  in 
regard  to  ginger  have  dealt  with  the  powder  only  (p.  43). 

Our  Paris  correspondent  reports  a  trial  for  an  omission 
of  musk  from  a  prescription.  The  pharmacien's  defence 
wa.s  that  h;s  assistant  made  it  up,  so  he  was  not  liable. 
Bat  the  Judye  held  that  the  law  was  to  the  contrary,  and. 
imposed  a  line  of  500f.  (p.  47). 

Dr.  Harvey  Attfield  has  communicated  a  paper  tD 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  on  a  natural  sodium- 
sulphate  lake  in  Wyoming.  He  traced  the  origin  of  the 
sulphate,  and  showed  that  the  lake  was  not  a  good  invest- 
ment for  the  sjncicate  by  whom  he  was  emp'ojed  (p.  46).

distilled  malt  vinegar,  coloured.  In  Nutticghama  grocer  was 
fined  for  making  a  false  description  (p  41).

As  has  been  their  wont  for  a  decade  past,  Messrs.  Newball 
S;  Mason,  of  Nottinqham,  invited  their  emplojes  to  dinner 
on  December  28  last,  and  at  6  30  that  evening  a  large 
company  sat  down  to  a  feast  as  satisfying  and  elegant  as 
anythiug  vpfaich  comes  from  the  Hyson  Green  Works.  It 
v^-as  noticeable  that  the  beverages  v^ere  not  exclusively  of

Nine-and-twenty  songs  and  recitations  filled  up  the  rest  of 
the  eveniDg  ;  and  it  was  all  so  delightful  and  so  successful 
that  as  the  guests  wended  their  way  home  they  wondered 
where  were  the  higher  heights  they  had  to  climb  when  the 
tTzelfth  dinner  comes  along. 

The  Demon  Paste  Swindler. 

Albert  Bitchelor  (36),  charged  with  obtaining,  by  means  of 
fraud,  10^.  from  Charles  Rindall,  and  25Z.  from  Arthur 
Emanuel  Brown,  was  tried  at  the  Portsmouth  Quarter  Ses- 
sions on  January  4,  Prisoner  advertised  for  agents  for 
^'  Price  &:  Co.'s  Demon  Paste,"  a  preparation  which  was  repre- 
sented as  having  phenomenal  qualities  in  connection  with 
the  grosrth  of  moustaohfis,  &g.,  and  the  prosecutors  parted 
with  the  money  as  cash  security  on  appointment  as  agents 
■on  certain  representations.  The  circumstances  have  already 
been  reported.  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty,  and  he 
was  sentenced  to  three  years'  penal  servitude  and  a  week's 
imprisonment,  the  Recorder  remarking  that  it  was  a  very 
bad  case. 

Drank  a  Bottleful  of  Ch.lorodyno. 
A  clerk  at  the  Hafod  Isha  Works  at  Swansea,  named 
"W.  H.  Grave,  not  feeling  well,  bought  a  bottle  of  chlorodyne, 
and  took  the  whole  of  it  for  a  do.-e.  He  said  he  did  this 
inadvertently,  but  having  done  it  he  had  the  sense  to  call  a 
policeman  and  ask  him  to  fetch  a  doctor.  Dr.  Charles  came, 
and.  having  administered  an  emetic,  had  the  man  removed 
to  the  hospital,  where,  under  proper  medical  treatment,  he 
j'ecovered. 

Difficulties  of  Analysts. 

In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  County  Council  of  the  West 
fKiding,  Mr.  A   H.  Allen,  the  county  analyst,  says  that 

■  duiing  the  quarter  he  examined  fifteen  samples  of  ground 
.ginger.  Twelve  of  them  were  genuine,  and  of  the  others 
•  one  was  of  a  suspicious  character,  one  vvas  adulterated 

with  30  p(-r  cent,  of  exhausted  ginger,  and  the  other  con- 
tained about  10  per  cent,  of  hydrated  sulphate  of  lime. 
This  exist(d  in  the  form  of  fibrous  gypsum,  and,  in  Mr. 
Aden's  ofjiaion,  must  have  been  added  intentionally.  He 
reminds  the  Council  of  a  case  referred  to  in  his  last  quarterly 
J cport,  in  which  the  Somerset  House  authorities  were  appealed 

>to,and  which  was  dismissed.  Asa  consequence  of  the  position 
taken  up  by  the  referees,  Mr.  Allen  sajs  it  is  possible  for  5  per 

-cent,  of  warehouse  sweepings  or  any  other  rubbish  to  be 
■added  Doallgrjuudginger.    Inthisc;nnection  heagaindirects 


the  attention  of  tbe  County  Council  to  some  previous  remarks 
of  his  on  the  subject,  setting  forth  the  difficulties  under 
which  public  analysts  work,  and  the  liability  to  have  their 
certificates  contradicted  by  appeal  to  the  chemists  at 
Somerset  House,  whose  opinions  may  be  based  on  wholly 
different  data.  Mr.  Bannister,  one  of  the  official  referees 
under  the  Act,  had  professed  his  utter  inability  to  give  any 
assistance  in  laying  down  standards,  or  any  information 
respecting  the  practice  in  the  laboratory  of  which  he  is  deputy 
principal.  Further  in  his  report  Mr.  Allen  mentions  a 
sample  submitted  tohimof  "  linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne 
lozenges."  This  is  given  as  an  instance  of  a  sample  on 
which  it  is  impossible  to  report  satisfactorily.  The  lozenges 
appeared  (o  contain  an  extract  of  liquorice,  and  structures 
similar  to  linseed  were  detected.  "Chlorodyne"  is  a  term 
applied  to  many  preparations  of  a  highly  complex  character. 
The  original  preparation  is  a  trade  secret,  and  the  numerous 
imitations  vary  greatly  among  themselves.  It  is,  therefore, 
impossible  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  presence  of 
chlorodyne  in  the  lozenges.  Mr.  Allen  states  that  he  has 
analysed  in  the  quarter  323  samples  of  food  and  drags,  and 
72  samples  of  spirits,  of  which  18  were  diluted  with  water. 

A  "Wind  that  Blew  Bad  for  a  Chemist. 

In  one  of  the  recent  storms  a  chimney-stack  at  Boston 
was  blown  down  and  smashed  the  roof  of  Mr.  Thomas's 
chemist's  shop  in  that  town. 

Chemists  Dance. 

The  emplojes  of  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co., 
Dartford,  had  an  enjoyable  dance  last  week  at  the  Dartford 
Conservative  Hall,  from  8  to  11  p.m. 

And  Sing. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Brighton  Junior  Association  of 
Pharmacy,  a  musical  and  social  meeting  was  held  on 
January  2,  at  2  Sillwood  Terrace.  Mr.  C  G.  Yates  was  in 
the  chair,  and  there  was  an  excellent  display  of  vocal  and 
musical  talent. 

Fire. 

On  Monday  morning,  about  6  o'clock,  a  fire  broke  out  in 
the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  Clarke,  chemist  and  druggist.  High 
Street,  Stockton,  and  was  not  got  under  until  the  contents 
of  the  shop  were  entirely  destroyed.  The  damage,  which 
is  considerable,  is  covered  by  insurance.

At  present 
the  water  supplied  to  the  infirmary  costs  about  140?.  a  year, 
and  it  is  argued  that  the  same  rate  ought  not  to  be  cha,rged 
to  such  a  boiy  as  is  charged  to  manufacturing- works,  who 
nse  the  water  to  profit.  The  Waterworks  Committee  show  a 
favourable  disposition  on  the  matter. 

A  Centenary. 

The  Staffordshire  Advertiser  celebrated  its  centenary  on 
January  3,  and  the  issue  for  Saturday  last  contained  an 
interestiog  feature  in  the  form  of  a  page  of  brief  notes  on 
businesses  in  the  county  which  were  ia  existence  when  the 
newspaper  first  came  out  in  1795.  One  of  the  best-known 
of  these  is  Wedgewood's  porcelain- works,  and  we  also 
observe  in  the  list  the  following  pharmacies  : — Messrs  J.  & 
H.  A.  Averill,  j^harmaceutical  chemists,  Stafford,  have  a 
business  which  was  established  in  1786.  The  present  pro- 
prietors thirty-five  years  ago  succee'^ed  Messrs.  Dawson  & 
Wells.  The  premises  at  10  Market  Square  have  been  con- 
siderably altered  since  they  came  into  the  hands  of  Messrs. 
Averill,  and  the  pharmacy  is  now  one  of  the  best  in  the 
district. —  Mr.  G.  R.  Hankinson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
High  Street,  Uttoxeter,  is  now  the  owner  of  the  business 
■established  by  Mr.  T'lomas  Woolrich  in  1780,  who,  with  his 
son,  Mr.  C.  D.  Woolrich.  carried  it  on  in  succession  tor 
seventy-one  years.  In  1851  it  passed  into  the  hands  o£  Mr. 
John  Borwell  Johnson,  who  o  »ned  it  for  thirty-six  years, 
and  on  his  death  in  1887  Mr.  Hankinson  came  into  posses- 
sion.—  We  also  observe  that  Messrs.  AUbut  &  Daniel, 
Hanley  (established  in  1786)  at  the  end  of  last  century  had 
a  partner,  "  Thomas  Allbut,  Vendor  of  Aromatic  Spirits  of 
Vinegar,  Scented  Soap,  Court  Plaistors,  Razors  and  Razov- 
Strops,  Bonnet  Boxes,  Tooth  Powders,  Umbrellas,  and 
Dealer  in  Tea  from  5s.  6d.  to  12s  per  lb.,  and  Druggist." 

A  Chemist's  Assistant  in  Trouble. 

At  a  spec  al  sitting  of  Wellington  Justices,  on  Friday, 
John  Williams,  chemist's  assistant,  and  a  labourer,  named 
Phillips,  were  summoned  for  creating  a  disturbance  in 
High  Street,  Wellington,  on  November  29.  The  police  found 
defendants  engaged  in  fighting'  and  creating  a  disturbance 
near  the  parish  church.  The  Bench  bound  them  over  to 
keep  the  peace  for  six  months  and  to  pay  the  costs. 

Workhouse  Contracts. 

Messrs.  Moulder  &  Arnold  are  to  supply  the  Cirencester 
Board  with  sulphur  at  2,d.  per  lb.  and  arrowroot  at  8d.  per 
lb. ;  and  Messrs.  Bishop  Brothers  will  supply  linseed-meal  at 
Zd.  per  lb. 

The  tender  of  Messrs.  P.  H.  Harris  &  Co.,  of  Wolverhamp- 
ton, has  been  accepted  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  Wolver- 
hampton Guardians.  The  amount  of  the  tender  was 
551.  16s.  8d. 

The  tender  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Southern,  of  the  Marketplace. 
Belper,  has  been  accepted  for  the  supply  of  druggist's 
requisites  to  the  Belper  Board  of  Guardians. 

Stealing  a  Chemist's  Watch. 

Sidney  Barry  (23),  labourer,  of  Norris  Street,  Hoston,  was 
■charged  at  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  Monday  with 
stealing  a  watch,  value  31 ,  from  Robert  Gann,  chemist,  in 
the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  on  Saturday  evening.  Tbe 
prosecutor  was  robbed  by  the  prisoner  outside  a  show  in  the 
World's  Fair.  Barry  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  to 
three  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 

Chemical-workers  Combining. 

A  private  meeting  of  the  chemical- workers  of  St.  Helens 
and  district  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening  to  consider  the 
present  ciisis  in  the  chemical-trade.     There  was  a  large 


j  attendance,  and  Mr.  A.  Craig,  President  of  the  St.  Helens 
Trades  Council,  occupied  the  chair,  he  being  supported  by 
Mr.  Dipper,  general  secretary  of  the  National  Amalgamated 
Union  of  Labour,  and  several  chemical- workers  from  the 
Tyne  district.  Toe  position  of  the  men  in  St.  Helens  and 
'  district  was  compared  with  that  of  the  men  in  the  Tyne 
district,  to  the  detriment  of  the  former,  and  a  resolution  for 
united  action  by  the  men  in  both  districts  was  unanimously 
agreed  to.  It  was  further  agreed  that  men  who  had  run  out 
of  the  local  union  should  give  in  their  names  at  once  for  the 
purpose  of  rejoining,  with  a  view  to  amalgamating  that 
union  with  the  National  Organisation  at  Newcastle,  so  that 
in  future  the  men  would  be  in  a  position  to  take  united 
action.  Mr.  Dipper  pointed  oat,  as  showing  the  importance 
of  the  union,  that  in  the  North  the  Chemical  Syndicate 
treated  with  the  Union,  and  not  with  the  workmen  individu- 
ally, as  they  had  done  in  St.  Helens. 

A  Chemist  Assaults  his  Wife. 

At  Lymingtou  on  January  2,  Alexander  Dancan,  of  Bourne- 
mouth, chemist,  was  charged  with  an  aggravated  assault  on 
his  wife,  Fanny  Duncan,  on  the  19th  ult.,  at  Brockenhurst. 
Complainant  stated  that  she  resided  at  Balmer  Lawn, 
Brockenhurst,  where  she  rented  a  house  of  Mr.  Lunn,  and  Itt 
lodgings.  Her  husband  did  not  reside  with  her,  but  he  had 
been  staying  with  her  since  the  last  week  in  October  or  the 
first  week  in  November.  Previously  he  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  coming  over  from  Bournemouth  fiom  Saturday  till  Mon- 
day. According  to  her  evidence  the  defendant  was  very 
abusive  and  violent  to  her  in  the  morning.  She  went  next 
door  and  got  a  servant  to  come  with  her.  He  struck  and 
kicked  the  servant,  and  afterwards  he  struck  complainant 
and  ultimate!?  knocked  her  down.  Her  evidence  was 
corroborated  by  the  servant,  and  also  by  the  next-door  neigh- 
bours, who  were  brought  in.  He  bad  assaulted  her  before, 
but  this  was  the  first  time  she  had  publicly  charged  bim. 
She  had  been  married  to  him  twenty-nine  or  thirty  jears, 
and  until  the  last  four  or  five  years  they  had  lived  happily 
together.  Defendant  had  carried  on  business  as  a  chend^c 
at  Bournemouth,  but  was  bankrupt  about  eighteen  months 
ago.  He  was  very  excitable  since  he  was  thrown  from  his 
horse.  Mr.  Ciu'tis,  on  behalf  of  tbe  defendant,  said  he  was 
very  sorry,  and  admitted  having  committed  an  ordinary 
assault  upon  complainant  in  the  excitement  cf  the  moment, 
but  urged  that  an  aggravated  assault  had  not  been  proved. 
Defendant  was  a  mostrespectable  tradesman,  and  exceedingly 
regretted  what  had  happened.  The  Bench  fined  him  1/  and 
IZ.  7s.  6d.  costs,  and  bound  him  over  in  50Z  to  keep  the  peace 
for  a  twelvemonth.  They  considered  that  an  aggravated 
assault  had  been  committed,  bat  not  sufficient  for  them  to 
make  an  order  of  judicial  separation.  The  Chuirman 
remarked  it  was  one  of  the  most  painful  cases  the  Bench 
had  ever  had  before  them. 


Although  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  has  not  been 
_tked  to  assist  in  the  revia-n  of 
the  British  Pharmacopcjeia,  the 
interests  of  Irish  pharmacy  will 
not  be  neglected,  as  the  Council  of  the  College  of  SurgeoriS 
has  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  Dr.  DuSey,  pro- 
fessor of  pharmacy ;  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  professor  of 
chemistry;  Dr.  Lapper,  professor  of  physics;  and  Dr.  A. 
Wynne  Foot,  professor  of  therapeutics,  to  co-operate  with 
the  Pharmacopccia  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council. 

Action  against  a  Vendor  of  Quack  Kerne  dies. 
At  the  Waterford  Qaarter  Sessions  on  January  2,  before 
Judge  Fitzgerald,  Q.C.,  Th?mas  Flanagan  sought  to  reccvtr 
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20Z.  rJamages  from  Thomas  McGrath,  described  as  a  cancer- 
doctor,  for  havicg,  by  unskilled  treatment,  caused  him  great 
pain  for  seventeen  weeks,  defendant  having  undertaken  S 
cure  cancer  in  his  hand  by  means  of  certain  plasters  and 
powders.  The  plaintiff  said  that  Dr.  G.  J.  Mackesy,  of  Water- 
ford,  had  informed  him  that  he  had  cancer  in  his  hand  and 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  the  hand  amputated.  He 
subsequently  went  to  a  Dublin  hospital,  where  the  opinion  of 
Dr.  Mackesy  was  confirmed.  Plaintiff  then  returned  to 
Waterford,  and  was  advised  to  put  himself  under  the  care  of 
defendant,  who  is  a  pump-maker  by  trade,  but  professes 
to  cure  cancer  for  payment.  He  accepted  the  advice,  and 
having  paid  McGrath  his  fee,  subjected  himself  to  his  treat- 
ment. Defendant  applied  a  plaster  and  powders,  which 
caused  great  pain,  and  also  caused  the  cancer  to  spread,  and 
in  consequence  he  had  to  again  consult  Dr.  Mackesy,  who 
now,  to  save  his  life,  found  it  necessary  to  amputate  the  arm 
above  the  elbow.  The  defence  was  that  the  plaintiff  volun- 
tarily called  on  the  defendant  and  employed  him  to  under- 
take the  cure  of  the  diseased  hand,  that  it  was  not  owing  to 
his  treatment  that  amputation  was  necessary,  and  that 
he  was  not  accountable  for  any  pain  suffered  while  under 
treatment.  His  Honour  told  the  jury  that  persons  such  as 
the  defendant,  who  undertook  to  cure  diseases  without  the 
necessary  medical  qualifications,  were  liable  both  civilly  and 
criminally  for  their  action.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the 
plaintiff"  for  lis.  6d  ,  the  amount  of  the  fee  paid  to  McGrath. 
His  Honour  said  the  case  was  one  in  which  he  would 
assuredly  certify  for  costs. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland 
(North  Branch). 

The  committee  of  this  Society  met  on  January  3  in  the 
office  of  the  President  (Sir  James  Haslett),  who  occupied  the 
chair.  Messrs.  R  Campbell,  James  Hogg,  J.  K.  Miskelly, 
and  S.  R,  Hogg  were  elected  additional  members  of  the 
committee.  A  report  on  the  subscriptions  for  1895,  now  due, 
as  also  regarding  new  members,  was  considered  and  adopted, 
and  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  issue  a  circular.  Some 
arrangements  as  to  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  were 
decided  upon,  and  the  results  of  the  last  Act  of  Parliament 
were  discussed,  and  action  in  reference  to  some  amendment 
of  its  provisions  was  adjourned  for  further  consideration. 

Taking  their  Word  for  it. 

At  the  Ballybofc  Qaarter  Sessions  last  week,  Mr.  William 
Heslip,  general  merchant,  Rathfriland,  sued  the  Dundalk  & 
Newry  Steampacket  Company  to  recover  11.  10s.  for  the  non- 
delivery of  two  hogsheads  of  flaxseed.  Defendants  con- 
tended that  the  goods  weie  duly  disposed  of,  but  admitted 
having  given  them  out  to  a  carter  on  a  verbal  representa- 
tion. This  was  their  practice  in  regard  to  well-known 
carriers.  His  Honour  commented  on  the  unbusiness-like 
eustom,  and  gave  a  decree  for  the  full  amount. 

Some  Belfast  Items. 

The  Belfast  Industrial  Exhibition,  which,  it  is  expected, 
will  contain  numerous  articles  in  use  in  the  drug  and  chemical 
trade,  will  be  formally  opened  on  March  28. 

Sir  James  Haslett,  chemist  and  druggist,  Belfast,  has 
been  nominated  a  member  of  the  general  purposes  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Corporation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Botanic  Gardens,  Belfast,  and  their  contents  have 
been  purchased  by  the  City  Corporation  for  10,500/. 

The  Belfast  A'cirs  Letter,  in  its  annual  report  of  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  Ulster  for  1894,  says  the  year  just  closed 
has  been  a  most  unprofitable  one  for  the  mineral  water- 
trade  at  home  and  abroad,  the  long  period  of  wet,  cold 
weather  being  the  chief  cause.  Foreign  bottles  are  largely 
imported,  but  the  English  firms  are  likely  to  have  a  larger 
share  than  heretofore  of  this  industry  if  the  strikes  are  not 
repeated.  An  effoit  was  made  recently  to  introduce  into 
Belfast  the  local  manufacture  of  bottles,  but  owing  to  the 
great  competition  of  Biitish  and  continental  blowers,  the 
enterprise  was  abandoned.  Imports  of  flaxseed  were  in 
excess  of  the  usual  supply,  and  a  number  of  cargoes  oE 
chemicals  were  received  by  local  druggists  and  chemist^, 
amongst  them  being  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Haslett  and  Cantrell  & 
Cochrane.  i 
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Edinburgh  Veterinary 
Colleges. 

Owing  to  the  rec<-nt  death  of 
Mr  WaJley,  F  R.C  V.S,  prii  cipal 
of  tie  tojal  Veterinary  Cdltge, 
Edinburgh,  rumours  are  afloat  as 
to  the  amalgamation  of  the  College  with  the  New  College, 
of  which  Professor  Williams  is  principal.  Both  Colleges 
are  well  patronised,  acd  th»re  has  been  a  good  deal  of 
rivalry  between  them,  which  is  the  chief  reason  for 
de&iie  for  amalgamation. 

The  Tyson  Cure. 

The  Committee  of  Dundee  temperance  men  recently  met 
to  hear  how  tbe  nineteen  dipsomaniacs  had  got  on  who 
were  treated  with  Tyson's  drink-cure.  Result:  Thewtuleof 
the  nineteen  are  aga'n  hard  drinkers;  but  the  Comm.ttea 
retain  their  faith  in  Tyson. 

Sudden  Death  of  a  Chemist. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  while  Mr.  W.  R.  Ross,  chemist, 
Hawick,  was  ecjoying  a  game  of  curling,  he  suddenly  com- 
plained of  .severe  pain.  He  was  assisted  home,  and  his 
medical  attendant  summoned  Dr.  Joseph  Bell  from  Edinburgh. 
Dr.  Bell  opeiated,  but  the  case  was  hopeless,  as  the  bow^l  had 
been  ruptured,  and  Mr.  Ross  died  on  Wednesday  morning  at 
9  20.  Mr.  Ross  had  been  in  business  in  Hawick  some 
eighteen  years,  and  previous  to  going  there  he  was  for 
some  time  in  business  for  himself  ac  Dundee.

&  Co  ,  Edinburgh,  took  place  on  Friday,  December  28,  in  the

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

AT  the  monthly  Council  meeting  on  Wednesday  the  fol- 
lowing members  were  present: — Messrs.  Michael  Car- 
(-eighe  (President),  W.  Gowan  Cross  (Vice-President),  Allen, 
Atkins,  Bottle,  Gostling,  Greenish,  Grose,  Harrison,  Hills, 
Martin,  Martindale,  Newsholme,  Richardson,  Southall,  and 
■Kjmer  Young.  Mr.  Hampson  and  Mr.  Schacht  were  absent 
tbrough  indisposition. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting, 
•wiiich  were  confirmed. 

COERESPONDESCE. 

The  President  intimated  the  receipt  of  letters  from  the 
•nsembers  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  acknowledging  their 
appointment,  and  also  one  of  thanks  from  the  representatives 
of  the  late  Mr.  Hooper  for  the  letter  of  condolence  sent  by 
'the  Council.  Mr.  Abraham  wrote  tbankicg  the  Council  for 
the  resolution  passed  with  regard  to  his  resignation  at  the 
previous  meeting  ;  and  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  in  thanking  the 
Council  for  the  recently-voted  increase  in  his  salary,  spoke 
of  the  larger  sphere  of  work  and  increased  responsibility 
consequent  on  the  enlargement  of  the  North  British  Branch 
building  in  Edinburgh. 

The  New  Councillor. 

Mr.  Cross,  in  proposing  that  Mr.  Wm.  Warren,  of  London, 
•foe  elected  a  member  of  the  Council  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
Abraham,  resigned,  said  he  had  mainly  chosen  Mr.  Warren 
because  he  lelt  he  would  efficiently  perform  the  duties 
•of  the  position,  and  also  because  he  was  a  pharmacist 
residing  in  London.  In  considering  the  great  distance 
many  of  the  country  members  of  the  Council  had  to  travel 
before  they  could  take  part  in  its  deliberations,  or  in 
committee-work,  he  thought  the  necessity  that  they  should 
ha^e  a  fair  proportion  of  London  members  could  not  b3  too 
forcibly  advocated.  In  Mr.  Warren  they  had  a  gentleman 
who,  during  the  time  he  was  on  the  Council,  had  given 
•evidence  of  his  fitness  for  the  post  he  occupied.  He  had 
tbe  fullest  confidence  in  asking  them  to  elect  him  to  (ill  the 
-vacancy. 

Mr.  Rymer  Young  seconded  the  proposal.  The  removal 
of  Mr  Warren  had  been  a  distinct  loss  to  the  Society.  The 
number  of  members  on  the  Council  from  London  was  a 
diminishing  quantity,  a  condition  which  thiew  upon  country 
members  a  great  deal  of  additional  work. 

Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  supported  the  proposition,  intimating 
that  he  thought  the  Council  would  make  a  wise  choice  in 
■reinstating  Mr.  Warren  as  a  member. 

The  President  said  he  put  the  resolution  with  pleasure. 
'Perhaps  ic  might  interest  them  to  be  reminded  that  Mr. 
Warren  was  practically  the  successor  of  the  late  Mr.  Hooper, 
with  whose  family  they  had  recently  condoled. 

The  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

The  next  bus^iness  was  the  election  of  new  members,  asso- 
ciates, and  students,  and  the  names  of  these  were  lapidly 
1  un  through  by  the  President. 

The  Privy  Council  ArrRovES. 
The  President  placed  upon  the  tab'e  the  formal  approval 
by   the   Privy  Council  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  for 
England  and  Wales,  and    Scotland  appointed  at  tbe  last 
meeting. 

Death  of  a  Hanbury  Medallist. 

The  President  said  he  had  to  report  officially  the  death 
of  Professor  Fliickiger,  a  very  distinguished  honorary  mem- 
ber of  the  Society.  Fliickiger  was  a  co-worker  with  Daniel 
Hanbury,  and  those  two  men  were,  perhaps,  the  greatest 
iiuthorities  on  vegetable  materia  medica  in  the  world. 
Professor  Fliickiger's  work  in  that  direction  had  always  been 
associated  with  the  Society  either  through  Hanbury  or 
tbrough  others.  He  was  always  interested  in  the  fact 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a  purely  volunta'y 
•Society  and  not  a  State- endowed  institution.    He  (the 


President)  thought  they  would  only  be  carrjing  out  the 
wUhes  of  English  pharmacists  if  they  stnt  to  the  late  Pro- 
fessor's family  a  resolution  of  sympathy.  The  names  of 
Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  were  identified  with  the  best  woik 
on  vegetable  materia  medica  ever  written,  and  which  would 
be  the  standaid  work  for  many  jears  to  come.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  Vice-President  seconded  the  profosition,  which 
was  unanimously  agreed  to.

Irotn  Mr.  Maben  as  representing  the 
assets  of  the  Hawick  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The 
Association,  Mr.  Maben  sta'ed,  was  defunct,  and  after 
paying  the  funeral  expenses  he  sent  the  .'urplus  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  (Laughter,  and  "  Hear,  hear.") 

Mr.  Hills  asked  if  any  application  had  been  made 
during  the  past  twelve  months  for  benefit  under  the  Orphan 
Fund. 

Mr.  Cross  was  understood  to  say  they  were  in  a  position 
to  do  something  now  with  the  funds  at  their  disposal. 

Mr.  Hills  said  he  was  quite  sure  they  bad  enough  money 
now,  and  the  only  want  was  an  orphan  to  assist. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

I  Benevolent  Fund. 

'  The  Council  went  into  committee  on  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
Five  grants  had  been  made  and  two  applications  refused 
by  the  committee. 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  they 
had  given  a  substantial  sum  to  each  of  tbe  unsuccessful 
candidates  at  the  recent  ekction,  whiah  would,  they  hoped, 
to  some  extent  modify  their  disappointment,  'the  com- 
mittee wished  to  renew  the  appeal  they  made  last  year  for 
votes  ior  the  Welsh  School  at  Asbford,  on  behalf  of  Mary 
Lewis.  The  candidate  would  not  have  a  further  chance  of 
beirg  elected  after  June  next.  With  regard  to  the  Orphaa 
Fund,  he  hoped  subscriptions  would  be  larger  than  ever,  as 
they  might  soon  have  to  deal  with  more  than  one  applica- 
tion. 

Mr.  Bottle  seconded  the  resolution,  and  it  was  formally 
I  passed. 
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LiBEARY,  Museum,  and  House  Committee. 

The  usual  figures  as  to  attendances  in  the  day  and  evening 
at  the  library  and  museum  were  read  by  the  Seceetaey, 
and 

The  Peesident,  in  moving  that  the  report  be  received 
and  adopted,  said  the  greater  part  of  the  committee's  work 
was  with  details,  and  the  only  subject  out  of  the  ordinary 
course  was  the 

Baebados  Phaemact  Law, 

which  was  referred  for  consideration  to  that  committee. 
Members  of  Council  might  like  to  know  that  they  were  all 
very  much  surprised  and  impressed  with  the  completeness 
of  this  particular  enactment.  While  in  England  they  were 
in  the  somewliat  helpkss  position  of  not  being  able  to  im- 
pose the  mildest  form  of  curriculum,  they  found  in  Barba- 
dos a  candidate  must  pass  an  intermediate  examination 
between  his  pupilage  and  21  years  of  age.  and  a  final  ex- 
amination when  he  attained  that  age.  In  regard  to  the 
privileges  conferred  upon  pharmacists  they  were,  of  course, 
very  much  greater  than  those  in  the  mother  country.  It 
was  in  some  sense  a  satisfaction  to  notice  the  influence  of 
education,  and  the  regard  paid  by  medical  men  in  the 
Dependencies  of  the  Crown  to  the  importance  of  educated 
chemists  and  druggist".  They  appeared  to  have  no  dif- 
ficulty in  getting  satisfactory  Pharmacy  Acts,  tending  to 
promote  higher  technical  education  and  far  greater  safety  to 
the  public.  One  could  not  hslp  feeling  with  a  tinge  of 
regret  that  the  only  result  of  their  (the  Council'*)  work  in 
this  direction  was  to  prepaie  the  way  for  their  brethren  in 
various  parts  of  the  world,  but  without  any  serious  endea- 
vour on  the  part  of  the  great  mass  of  the  trade  here  to  take 
these  matters  into  consideration. 

Mr.  ATKIM3  remarked  that  the  Colonies  and  Dependencies 
were  free  from  the  monopolies  which  prevailed  in  the 
mother- country. 

The  President  :  Qoite  so  ! 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Gbants  to  Schools. 

A  letter  from  the  President  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceu- 
tical and  Chemical  Association,  asking  for  a  grant  of  50Z. 
on  behalf  of  the  Sheffield  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  also  one 
making  a  similar  application  for  the  benefit  of  the  Inverness 
School,  were  referred,  on  the  motion  of  the  President,  to  the 
Library,  Museum,  School  and  House  Committee.

Peoposed  New  Phaemacy  Bill. 

The  Peesidext,  again  rising,  said  he  had  a  resolution 
which  he  thought  they  would  agree  to  at  once.  It  was  : — 
"  That  the  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  be  convened 
at  an  early  date  to  consider  the  expediency  of  applying  to 
Parliament  for  such  further  powers  as  may  be  thought 
desirable."  He  had  referred  to  the  excellence  of  an  Act  for 
one  of  the  colonies — Barbados,  and  he  might  now  refer  to 
the  fact  that  they  in  England  bad  a  great  deal 
to  do  before  they  could  place  the  members  and 
associates  of  the  Society  in  such  a  relationship  to  ea^h  other 
as  would  promote  kindliness  and  sympathy,  and  at  the 
same  time  put  them  in  such  a  position  that  they  should 
feel  they  were  all  members  of  a  body-corporate,  animated 
with  the  object  of  support  in  the  Society  and  benefiting  the 
trade  at  large.  They  had  also  questions  of  poison-laws  to 
consider,  and  various  questiions  ia  reference  to  company  and 
corporation  trading.  All  these  had  been  before  them  from  time 
to  time,  and  it  seemed  to  him  that  it  was  appropriate  that 
the  Committee  should  consider  first  whether  it  was  expedient 
that  during  the  present  session  they  should  take  any  steps 
whatever,  and  if  they  did,  fully  to  report,  in  the  form  of  a 
Draft  Bill,  what  they  considered  it  wisest  to  proceed  with. 
He  could  not  speak  very  sanguinely  as  to  the  possibility  of 
getting  a  Bill  through  Parliament,  owing  to  the  position  of 


political  affairs,  but  one  never  knew  what  might  happen. 
When  it  was  decided  that  Parliament  should  be  dissolved  at 
the  end  of  a  session,  occasionally  Government  business  was 
disposed  of  quickly,  and  there  might  be  an  interval  in  which 
to  get  private  business  through.  He  was  not  unconscious  of 
the  difSculty  of  getting  the  ear  of  a  number  of  members  to 
take  up  their  case  ;  but  if  they  could  get  something  like- 
agreement  among  their  own  men  as  to  what  they  would 
support,  he  thought  it  would  be  desirable  to  make  some  efforts- 
this  session  or  next.  If  the  Committee  should  consider  it 
better  to  take  some  time  to  draft  a  somewhat  comprehensive 
measure  for  active  work  duritg  even  next  session,  he  should' 
not  think  their  labours  would  be  lost.  With  this  preliminary 
statement  be  moved  the  resolution.  He  proposed  to  have  at 
least  one  meeting  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Haebison  seconded  the  resolution  On  the  terms  of 
the  resolution  they  were  not  committed  to  any  special  Bill, 
nor  to  any  Bill  at  all,  but  only  that  the  committee  should 
consider  the  matter.  At  the  same  time  he  trusted  every 
member  of  the  committee  would  come  forward  with  a 
remedy  and  see  whether  the  time  had  not  come  when  he 
might  seek  to  incorporate  that  remedy  in  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. If  the  time  should  be  favourable  for  passing  such  a 
measure  they  could  present  such  a  Bill  as  would  be 
acceptable,  not  only  to  their  own  friends,  but  would  be 
conducive  to  the  greater  safety  of  the  public.    (Hear,  hear.)i 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  New  Phaemacopceia. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Sir  Richard  Qaain 
(President  of  the  General  Medical  Council),  in  which  he- 
stated  that  the  Council  had  decided  to  issue  a  new  edition, 
of  the  British  Pharmacopccia,  and  that  the  committee,  re- 
membering the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the  Medical 
Council  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  recommend  that  the 
invitation  to  that  Society  to  assist  in  the  compilation  be  for- 
warded to  them,  at  the  same  time  asking  them  to  supply 
trustworthy  statistics  as  to  official  remedies,  and  respecting 
remedies  which  appeared  to  have  fallen  into  disuse.  The 
committee  further  invited  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to 
nominate  pharmacists  to  serve  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee. 

The  letter  was  referred  for  consideration  and  report  to 
the  General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  Mbteic  System. 

The  Peesident  reported  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Charles  Umney,  representing  a  special  committee  in  regard 
to  drugs  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  also  the- 
Drug  Club.  In  the  letter  attention  was  called  by  Mr.  Umney 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  unlawful  for  even  a  wholesale  dealer  as 
well  as  a  retailer  to  use  kilogramme  weights,  or  any  of  the 
metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  for  the  export  trade, 
A  short  draft  Bill  had  been  prepared  to  amend  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Acts  of  1873  and  1889,  and  this  would  be  pre- 
sented to  Parliament  in  the  coming  Session.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Society  was  desired  in  the  matter.  The  matter 
had  been  referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee,  and' 
the  Council  were  asked  to  pass  a  resolution  that  the  Presi- 
dent should  take  such  steps  as  would  be  necessary  to  assist- 
the  passing  of  the  Bill. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Geeenish,  and- 
agreed  to. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Robert  Duggan  resigning 
his  seat  on  the  Council  in  consequence  of  inability  to  attend. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells  the  resignation  was  accepted. 

The  Repoet  of  the  Examinations. 

Sir  William  Kaye  forwarded  the  report  of  Dr.  George  F. 
DufiEey  on  the  Society's  examinations  held  during  1894.  The 
report  is  as  follows  : — 

30  Fitzwilliam  Place,  Dublin,  December  17,  1894. 
May  it  please  your  Excellency, 
I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  examinations 
held  during  the  year  1894  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  for 
the  qualification  of  pliarmaceutical  chemist. 

The  examinations  were,  as  usual,  held  quarterly.  A  change  has  been 
made  in  the  Court  of  Examiners  by  the  election,  in  May  last,  of  Mr.  Arthur 
L.  Doran  as  examiner  in  general  and  pharmaceutical  chemistry.'in  the 
place  of  Dr.  Niniau  Falkiner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the 
Society  as  their  Professor  of  Botany  and  Materia  Medica.  The  latter 
appointment  is  a  new  one.  The  establishment  of  a  school  for  pharma- 
ceutical stuilents  in  connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
was  advocated  by  me  in  my  report  on  the  examinations  of  the  Society  in 
October,  1886,  and  was  also  recommended  in  my  subsequent  reports.  In 
1891  a  School  of  Chemistry  and  Practical  Pharmacy  was  established,  aiid 
regulations  for  its  management  were  adopted.  This  year  the  Council 
passed  a  resolation  that  "At  and  after  the  April  examination,  1895, 
every  candidate  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination  shall,  in 
addition  to  all  other  certificates  hitlierto  required,  te  required  to  present  a 
certificate  of  having  attended  a  course  of  botany  and  materia  medica  at 
some  school  recognised  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland."  T)ie 
advisablencss  of  adopting  such  a  course  was  referred  to  in  my  last  Report  ; 
and,, to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  rule,  the  Council  has  added  to  its 
School  of  Clicmistry  a  School  of  Botany  and  Materia  Meilica.  There  are  to 
be  three-session  years,  each  session  to  consist  of  26  lectures,  20  at  least 
of  which  must  be  attended  to  entitle  the  student  to  receive  a  certificate. 
Tlie  fee  for  a  session  has  been  fixed  at  two  guineas,  and  a  good  syllabus 
of  the  course  in  both  botany  ami  materia  medica  has  been  drawn  up.  It  is 
reasonable  to  anticipate  that  the  results  of  this  commendable  action  of  the 
Council  will  be  as  advantageous  as  those  that  have  followed  the  similar 
action  of  the  Society  in  the  case  of  practical  chemistry,  both  as  regards 
the  establishment  of  a  curriculum  and  in  alfording  facilities  for  systematic 
instruction. 

Peeuminary  Examinatiox. 

Seventy-eight  candidates  presented  themselves  for  this  examination  ;  47, 
or  60-25  per  cent.,  passed,  and  31,  or  39-75  per  cent.,  were  rejected.  Last  year 
(1893)  the  percentage  of  passes  was  67-5  per  cent.,  the  highest  it  had  been 
for  the  eight  preceding  years.  Fifteen  of  the  candidates  had  been  rejected 
at  former  Preliminary  examinations  of  the  Society  :  7,  once ;  5,  twice  ; 
2,  three  times  ;  and  1,  five  times  previously.  The  subject  in  which  the 
largest  number  of  failures  occurred  during  the  year  was  in  English  (com- 
position, grammar,  and  dictation)  ;  in  this  subject,  in  weights  and  measures, 
and  in  arithmetic,  in  each  of  which  subjects  50  per  cent,  must  be  obtained 
in  order  to  pass,  there  were,  respectively,  22,  21,  and  17  candidates  who 
failed  to  attain  the  required  standard.  It  is  also  w-orthy  of  note  that  of 
the  successful  candidate?,  a  very  large  proportion  were  awarded  tlie  bare 
pass-marks  in  one  or  other  of  these  three  subjects  —in  several  cases  in  all 
-of  the  three.  Thus,  of  the  47  successful  candidates,  33  had  50  per  cent,  only 
in  arithmetic  ;  in  weights  and  measures  there  were  25  candidates  with  the 
same  minimum  percentage  ;  and  in  English  18.  These  figures  are  unsatis- 
factory, and  indicate  lamentable  deficiencies  in  the  elementary  education 
■  of  a  large  number  of  the  candidates. 

In  the  other  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  examination — namely,  Latin, 
algebra,  geometry,  and  an  optional  subject  (in  each  of  which  a  candidate 
wlio  has  obtained  the  extremely  low  minimum  of  2  per  cent,  is  allowed  to 
pass)— there  were  10  failures  in  Latin,  13  in  algebra,  and  3  in  the  optional 
subject ;  of  the  8  who  failed  in  geometry  7  were  awarded  a  cypher.  As 
usual,  a  large  number  of  the  unsuccessful  candidates  failed  in  two  or 
more  subjects. 

The  Preliminary  examination  is  still  conducted  by  a  single  examiner. 
■With  the  exception  of  an  oral  examinatiou  in  Euclid  (Book  I.),  and  a 
paasage  given  from  dictation,  the  examination  is,  as  heretofore,  a  written 
•one.  All  the  questions  given  on  the  papers  were  very  good  and  suitable  ones. 


LICENXE  E.KAMINATIOX. 
Fitty-one  candidates  presented  themselves  for  this  examination  ;  29,  equal 
to  5S-9  per  cent.,  passed,  and  22,  equal  to  43-1  per  cent.,  were  rejected.  This 
is  a  mucli  lower  percentage  of  passed  candidates  than  last  year,  when  the 
percentage  was  67-4  ;  and  it  is  28-1  per  cent,  lower  than  the  percentage  of 
successful  candidates  in  1892.  The  large'  percentage  of  rejections  during 
the  current  year  was  due  to  the  number  of  rejections  at  the  f)ctober  exami- 
nation. An  mmsual  number  of  candidates  (20)  presented  themselves  at 
tins  examination,  and  65  per  cent.  (13)  were  rejected.  It  is  probable  that 
some  candidates  Avent  in  for  the  examination  on  this  occasion  sooner  than 
they  would  have  done  otherwise,  in  order  to  escape  attendance  on  the  course 
of  lectures  in  botany  and  materia  medica  that  will  be  compulsory  on  can- 
didates presenting  themselves  for  examination  on  and  after  April  next. 

Fifteen  of  the  51  candidates  had  previously  appeared  at  examinations  for 
the  Licence,  13  once  and  2  twice  previously  :  of  the  former  number,  9  passed 
at  their  second  examination,  and  4  were  again  rejected  ;  of  the  latter,  1  was 
rejected  a  third  time,  and  another  was  passed  "  on  consultation  "  by  the 
examiners.  This  candidate  wanted  two  marks  only  of  the  pass  standard  in 
one  subject  (materia  medica),  and  his  answering  iu  all  the  other  subjects 
was  good.  Two  candidates  who  failed  in  practical  pharmacy  (compomiding), 
and  wliose  total  marks  also  in  the  group  of  subjects  comprised  under  phar- 
macy fell  sliort  by  3i  and  2  marks  respectively  of  the  nnnimum  pass 
standard  (45  per  cent.),  were  also  passed  "on  consultation"  by  the  examiners 
at  the  April  examination.  These  two  candidates  answered  well  in  the  other 
subjects  of  the  examination,  and  the  grand  total  of  marks  obtained  by  each 
was  well  over  the  i-equired  minimum.  The  action  of  the  examiners  in 
passing  these  two  candidates  who  were  deficient  in  this  most  important 
part,  probably,  of  the  knowledge  a  pharmaceutist  should  possess  was  not 
approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Society.  Li  order  to  avoiil  any  similar 
leniency  in  futm-e  (which  on  the  occasion  in  question  may  have  been  due  to 
a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  examinei-s)  the  Council  very  properly 
adopteil  a  resolution  "that  no  candidate  shall  be  passed  who  has  failed  to 
obtam  the  minimum  number  of  marks  in  pliarmacy."  A  fourth  candidate 
who  obtained  8  marks  below  the  minimum  number  (20)  required  in  practical 
chemistry  was  also  passed  "  by  consultation."  This  candidate  had  scored 
only  the  bare  minimum  total  of  marks  on  the  whole  examination  that 
would  entitle  him  to  pass,  so  that  the  consideration  shown  him  after  failing 
badly  in  an  important  part  of  tlie  examination  wa.=  rather  questionable. 

Among  the  22  rejected  candidates,  19  failed  in  cli^nnstry,  18  in  pharmacy, 
and  8  in  the  botany  and  materia  medica  group.  With  one  e.Kception,  none 
of  the  unsuccessful  candidates  obtained  the  minimum  grand  total  of  marks, 
and  the  majority  of  theni  failed  in  both  pharmacy  and  chenustry. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Council  of  theSociely 
continues  to  show  its  desire  (1)  to  obtain  for  its  licentiates  the  advantage 
of  a  gooil  preliminary  education  ;  (2)  to  afford  them  opportunities  of 
studyuig  their  profession  in  as  practical  and  as  systematic  a  manner  as 
possible  ;  and  (3)  by  keepuig  up  the  standard  and  improving  the  character 
of  their  examuiations,  to  secure  as  far  as  it  can  that  none  but  properly 
instructeil  and  competent  persons  shall  be  granted  its  qualification.  By 
following  these  lines,  the  connnunity  at  large,  as  well  as  the  Society  itself, 
must  benefit.  I  have,  &c.,

The  Lords  of  the  Admiealty  are  Considebing. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  William  Kenny,  Q  C,  M.P.,  enclosed 
two  letters  which  he  had  received  from  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  Admiralty  with  reference  to  the  eligibility  of  the 
Societj's  licentiates  to  appointments  for  dispensing  in  the 
Kaval  Hospitals.  These  were  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Kenny's 
letter  on  the  subject  was  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  and  that  as  soon  as  a  decision  was 
arrived  at  it  would  be  communicated. 

Complaints  feom  Candidates. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  John  M.  Whelan.  whose  application  to 
be  admitted  to  the  October  Liceoce  examination  had  been 
rejected,  asked  for  a  reconsideration  of  his  case. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  reply  that  the  Council  could 
not  depart  from  the  decision  already  arrived  at. 

A  similar  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Henry  Bell,  Rath- 
fryland,  who  had  not  been  readmitted  to  the  Registered 
Druggist  examination.  Mr.  Bell  asked  that,  in  the  event  of 
the  Council  still  declining  to  readmit  him  to  the  examination 
in  question,  a  sum  of  4Z.  4s.  which  he  had  lodged  on  account 
of  fees,  less  10*.  6d.,  the  cost  of  examination,  should  be 
returned  to  him. 

The  money  claimed  by  Mr.  Bell,  together  with  an  addi- 
tional 10s.  6d.  which  he  had  sent  in,  was  ordered  to  be 
returned  to  him  ;  but  the  decision  of  the  Council  that  he  was 
not  eligible  to  be  re-examined  was  adhered  to. 
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British  Phaemaceutical  Courtesy. 

Mr.  DowNES  said  his  niece  was  a  student  in  the  school  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  Bloomsbury 
Square,  and  his  daughter,  having  been  lately  in  London, 
was  taken  by  his  niece  to  see  the  school.  Miss  Downes 
was  introduced  to  the  professors  and  to  the  Dean,  who,  on 
learning  that  she  was  the  daughter  of  a  member  of  that 
Council,  personally  conducted  her  through  the  school,  and 
showed  her  everything  of  interest  in  it.  He  (Mr.  Downes) 
thought  it  right  to  mention  this,  as  he  looked  on  the  com- 
pliment as  one  paid  to  the  Council,  and  not  a  mere  personal 
matter. 

The  President  and  the  Vice-President  added  some 
remarks  on  the  courtesy  invariably  shown  to  members  of  the 
Irish  Council  at  Bloomsbury  Square. 

New  Members. 
Mr.  John  Brownlow  Hay,  of  Belfast,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Randolph  Shannon,  of  Kingstown,  co.  Dublin,  were  elected 
members  of  the  Society. 


Xeoal  1Report0. 

MA.LT-VINEGAR  PROSECUTIONS. 

In  the  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court,  on  January  7,  Peter 
M-cIntyre,  grocer,  69  Stevenson  Street,  Calton,  was  before 
Sheriff  B'rnie  charged  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  with 
having,  on  September  6,  1894,  sold  malt  vinegar  which  was 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded.  Mr. 
John  Lindsay  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Salvesen  defended.  Before 
witnesses  were  called,  Mr.  Salvesen  read  to  his  Lordship  a 
■correspondence  which  had  taken  place  between  defendant's 
agents  and  the  prosecutor,  in  which  the  latter  intimated  his 
intention  to  abandon  the  prosecution.  The  agents  thereupon 
wished  to  get  expenses,  and  the  prosecutor  preferred  to  go 
•on  with  the  case.  Mr.  Lindsay  also  had  his  say  about  the 
matter,  and  the  Sheriff  held  that  he  was  bound  to  allow  Mr. 
Lindsay  to  go  on  with  the  case. 

Defendant  then  pleaded  not  guilty,  and  evidence  was 
■called. 

Inspector  Kerr,  of  the  Sanitary  Department,  proved  the 
purchase.  He  offered  to  divide  the  sample  into  three  parts 
and  give  defendant  one,  but  he  refused.  He  then  gave  Dr. 
John  Clark,  city  analyst,  the  half  of  the  sample.  This 
■evidence  was  corroborated. 

Dr.  Clark  said  he  made  a  careful  analysis  of  the  sample, 
and  the  result,  as  stated  in  the  certificate,  was  "  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  sample  is  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and 
quality  of  malt  vinegar,  and  from  the  consideration  of  the 
analytical  results  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  consists  of  dilute 
acetic  acid,  flavoured  with  about  5  per  cent,  of  malt  vinegar." 

Dr.  Clark  was  then  asked  to  explain  what  malt- vinegar  is, 
what  acetic  acid,  and  so  on,  which  he  did,  pointing  out  what 
are  the  mineral  constituents  in  the  former  which  are  absent 
from  the  latter.  He  found  in  the  sample  in  question  a  large 
quantity  of  acetic  acid,  in  regard  to  which  he  was  unable  to 
say  by  analysis  what  the  origin  was,  but  which  he  believed 
was  not  distilled  malt- vinegar.  He  could  not  understand 
why  a  person  should  first  distil  malt- vinegar  to  get  rid  of  the 
■colour,  and  then  colour  it  with  a  preparation  of  malt- vinegar. 

Cross-examined  :  He  could  not  affirm  positively  that  the 
■vinegar  in  question  was  not  made  from  malted  or  unmalted 
grain,  but  the  probability  was  that  it  was  not. 

By  the  Sheriff :  The  sample  consisted  of  5  per  cent,  of 
real  malt  vinegar,  and  95  per  cent,  of  dilute  acetic  acid.  The 
latter  might  be  made  by  diluting  wood  acetic  acid  by  the 
fermentation  of  sugar,  by  the  conversion  of  pure  spirit 
into  acetic  acid,  or  from  distilled  malt  vinegar.  If  there  were 
"95  per  cent,  of  the  last-mentioned,  and  5  per  cent,  of  malt 
vinegar,  then  the  sample  was  malt  vinegar  according  to  law. 

Mr  Robert  latlock,  another  of  the  City  analysts,  also  gave 
•evidence  on  similar  lines. 

For  the  defence  :  Samuel  Hannah  (Samuel  Hannah  &  Co., 
pickle  and  sauce  manufacturers,  Glasgow)  proved  the  sale 
•of  twelve  bottles  of  "  pale  malt  vinegar  "  to  defendant. 
The  vinegar  was  obtained  from  De  Betuwe,  a  Dutch  company 


who  manufactured  it,  and  who  had  previously  submitted  to 
him  certificates  from  Dr.  Clark  and  other  analysts,  showing 
that  what  the  firm  manufactured  was  pure  malt  vinegar. 
After  receivicg  the  vinegar  the  firm  diluted  it,  with  an  equal 
quantity  of  water.  It  was  got  at  double  the  strength  at 
which  it  was  sold  to  save  freight. 

By  the  Sheriff :  Malt  vinegar  was  distilled  and  recoloured 
in  order  to  get  a  paler  shade  than  that  of  nndistilled  brown 
vinegar. 

Donald  Thomson,  chemist,  with  Messrs  Hannah  &  Co., 
explained  how  it  was  his  duty  to  test  the  vinegar  as  received, 
and  to  dilute  it  to  suit  the  market— viz.,  to  the  quality 
of  a  No.  20  vinegar,  or  about  5  per  cent.  He  did  not  add 
acetic  acid  to  it.  It  was  bottled  and  labelled  "  vinegar," 
not  "  malt  vinegar." 

In  cross-examination  witness  stated  that  his  age  was  27 
and  he  had  13  years  experience  as  a  chemist.  He  had  been 
an  assistant  in  a  druggist's  shop.  Of  analytical  work  in  the 
chemist  and  druggist's  shop  he  knew  merely  testing.  He 
knew  nothing  of  quantitative  work.  Messrs.  Hannah  &  Co. 
kept  white  acetic  acid  in  their  warehouse  for  making  a 
cheap  vinegar,  and  for  pickling  purposes.  He  understood 
dilute  acetic  acid  might  be  labelled  vinegar.  The  cross- 
examination  of  witness  was  continued  in  this  strain,  and  he 
was  severely  questioned  as  to  malt  vinegar  and  the  differ- 
ences between  it  and  vinegar  made  from  wood  acid. 

Mr.  Bejou,  also  called  for  the  defence,  said  he  was 
managing  partner  of  the  company,  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness at  Tiel,  in  Holland,  under  the  name  of  De  Betuwe, 
who  were  manufacturers  of  male  vinegar  and  various  other 
things.  His  firm  was,  by  special  appointment,  purveyors 
to  the  Queen  Regent  of  the  Netherlands,  and  oth-r  Royal 
Families.  They  had  one  of  the  largest  vinegar-manufactur- 
ing businesses  in  Holland.  Since  the  beginning  of  last 
year  they  had  sold  vinegar  to  Messrs.  Hannah  &  Co.,  of 
Glasgow,  in  casks.  It  was  sent  ia  double  strength  to  save 
freight.  His  firm  never  had  bought  pyroligneous  acid  In 
his  country  there  was  a  duty  on  that  acid,  and  it  could  not 
be  used  from  an  economic  point  of  view.  Speaking  gener- 
ally, his  mode  of  making  vinegar  was  this  :  Having  malted 
his  barley,  he  mixed  it  with  a  certain  amount  of  unmalted 
grain,  and  from  these  two  prociuced  a  liquid  which  was 
called  "  malt  wine,"  and  then  he  converted  the  alcohol  of 
the  malt  wine  into  vinegar  by  acetification.  That  was  a 
different  mode  from  what  was  employed  by  some  English 
firms — Crofse  &  Blackwell,  for  instance,  who,  he  under- 
stood, made  very  brown  vinegar  from  the  malted  barley. 
He  regarded  his  mode  as  an  improvement 

Cross-examined :  His  vinegar  had  a  very  fine  white  colour. 
In  order,  however,  to  suit  the  demand,  they  were  compelled 
to  put  some  caramel  into  it  to  colour  it.  Their  only  reason 
for  doing  that  was  to  suit  the  taste  of  the  public.  Some 
wanted  it  coloured,  and  some  did  not-  So  far  as  he  knew, 
white  vinegar  made  from  wood  was  not  manufactured  in  his 
country.  Asked  if  his  vinegar  was  at  any  time  of  a  brown 
colour,  witness  said  it  might  have  some  colouring,  but  not 
dark  brown.  It  was  not  quite  so  brown  as  the  sample  pro- 
duced.   The  result  of  his  process  was  a  white  vinegar. 

Is  the  result  of  making  it  from  the  distilled  spirit  not  to 
make  it  white  before  distilling  it  at  all  .'—No,  it  is  not. 

Is  it  not  white  before  you  commence  to  distil  it  ? — Yes, 
ordinarily. 

Why  do  you  distil  it  after,  when  it  is  white  ?— We  distil 
it  to  get  rid  of  different  substances,  and  to  keep  it  pure  and 
perfectly  keepable. 

This  concluded  the  evidence,  and 

The  SberifT,  after  hearing  Mr.  Lindsay,  but  without  calling 
upon  Mr.  Salvesen  to  speak,  said  that  the  case  had  narrowed 
down  to  two  points  :  first,  that  the  bottle  produced  and 
analysed  had  the  flavour  of  5  per  cent,  of  malt  vinegar 
mixed  with  .something  which  ought  not  to  have  been  mixed 
with  it ;  and  second,  that  there  seemed  ro  good  reason 
why  vinegar  should  first  be  made  white  and  then  be  made 
brown.  After  hearing  the  evidence  he  could  not  say 
that  either  of  these  points  had  been  supported.  The 
explanation  given  of  the  flavour  by  gentlemen  on  behalf 
of  the  respondent  was  that  the  vinegar  was  of  the 
flavour  that  it  ought  to  be,  and  as  the  reason  there  was  not 
only  this,  that  this  vinegar  might  admittedly  be  distilled 
malt  vinegar  plus  burned  sugar,  but  also  the  explanation  of 
the  manufacturer  in  Holland,  that  the  vinegar  could  not  be 
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what  it  was  supposed  to  be,  wood  vinegar,  bee luse  there  was 
no  object  in  making  it  from  that.  His  lordship  assoilzied 
the  respondent. 

Mr.  Salvesen  asked  for  expenses,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
discussion  that  followed,  the  Sheriff  asked  why  Mr.  Lind- 
say went  on  with  the  case  when  he  knew  that  he  could  not 
succeed. 

Mr.  Lindsay  said  he  did  not  know  that  he  would  not  win 
the  case. 

The  Sheriff  said  he  might  have  known  he  could  not  win  it 
upon  the  evidence  he  had  produced.  Dr.  CJark  had  admitted 
that  he  could  not  say  whether  or  not  the  vinegar  was  made 
from  malted  or  unmalted  graia.  He  could  not  go  dashing 
about  in  this  way,  bringing  everybody  into  Court.  This  was 
the  second  in  which  he  had  incurred  large  expenses. 

Mr.  Lindsay  :  This  is  not  the  same  case  ;  it  is  a  different 
point.  Manufacturers  should  not  put  themselves  into  such  a 
position.    The  public  must  be  protected. 

The  Sheriff :  Accordiog  to  the  evidence  given  to-day, 
vinegar  could  not  be  purer  than  this. 

His  Lordship  awarded  the  respondent  101.  10s.  of  ex- 
penses. 

Mr.  Lindsay  intimated  an  appeal. 


THE  NAME  ON  THE  VINEGAR-CASK, 

At  the  Nottingham  Guildhall,  on  January  7,  Benjamin 
North,  wholesale  druggist,  Nottingham,  was  summoned,  under 
the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  for  selling  a  barrel  of  vinegar  to 
which  a  false  trade  description — that  of  Tompson  &  Co. — was 
affixed.  Defendant  was  further  summoned  for  unlavpf  ully,  and 
with  intent  to  defraud,  affixing  a  false  trading  description.  The 
information  was  laid  by  Mr.  A  R.  E.  Latham,  a  traveller  in  the 
employ  of  the  Birmingham  Vinegar  Company  (Limited). 
Mr.  Latham  said  the  present  company  took  over  the  business 
of  Tompson  &  Co.  In  consequence  of  some  placards  he  had 
received,  he  went  to  Gidbrook  to  the  shop  of  a  Mr.  Vann, 
and  purchased  some  vinegar,  which  was  taken  from  a  barrel 
bearing  the  name  "  Tompson  &  Co."  This  vinegar  was  sub- 
mitted for  analysis.  Evidence  was  given  that  the  defendant 
had  been  one  of  the  largest  customers  of  the  firm,  but  lately 
his  account  had  fallen  off.  The  analysis  showed  that  the 
specific  gravity  of  the  sample  was  lower  by  3^°  than 
that  of  Tompson's  vinegar.  Mrs.  Vann,  from  whom  the 
vinegar  was  bought,  said  that  when  the  barrel  was  supplied 
it  bore  on  the  head  a  label  "  Nottingham  Vinegar  Company," 
and  her  husband  tore  this  off  when  he  tapped  the  barrel. 
The  removal  of  the  label  exposed  that  of  Tompson  &  Co. 
The  defence  was  that  the  defendant  had  started  business  as 
the  Nottingham  Vinegar  Company,  and  that  one  of  Tompson's 
casks  had  got  filled  with  his  vinegar.  It  was  entirely  an 
accident.  The  Magistrates  thought  an  offence  had  been 
committed,  but  that  it  was  technical  rather  than  intentional. 
Accordingly  they  fined  defendant  ZQs.  and  costs.  The  second 
summons  was  withdrawn. 


WATERED  TINCTURE  OF  [RHUBARB,  |BUT  NO 
CONVICTION. 

At  the  York  Police  Court  on  January  3,  Mr.  Thomas 
Parker,  chemist,  was  summoned,  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  on  a  charge  of  having  sold  to  Mr.  J.  Atkinson, 
inspector,  4  oz.  of  tincture  of  rhubarb  which,  according 
to  the  certificate  of  the  public  analyst,  had  been  manu- 
factured with  spirit  27  6  points  under  proof.  That 
proportion  represented  adulteration  of  30  per  cent,  of 
water.  The  sample  was  also  "  rather  low  in  extract.'  The 
Town  Clerk,  who  prosecuted,  said  that  only  tincture  of  rhu- 
barb made  according  to  tne  Pharmacopoeia  was  usually 
known  by  that  name.  He  quoted  the  case  of  White  v. 
Bywater,  in  which  the  High  Court  had  pronounced  to  be 
wrong  the  Magistrates'  decision  that  there  had  been  no 
offence  because  the  purchaser  had  not  asked  for  the  article 
as  made  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Dr.  Cattley,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city,  said 
that  the  tincture  of  rhubarb  would  have  a  different  effect 
from  that  expected  on  a  patient  it  the  spirit  contained  was 
30  per  cent,  under  proof.  It  was  most  important  that  such 
articles  as  tincture  of  rhubarb  should  be  prepared  by  the 
directions  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 


Mr.  Wilkinson,  who  represented  the  defendant,  contended 
that  even  if  the  tincture  had  not  been  prepared  as  directed 
by  the  Pharmacopoeia,  it  was  quite  as  good  as  that  so  pre- 
pared. Itfwas  quite  possible  that  a  man  might  find  out  a 
way  to  prepare  such  concoctions  which  he  would  think 
superior  to  that  given  by  the  Pharmacopoeia.  He  also  pointed 
out  that  when  the  section  of  this  Act  under  which  the  present 
summons  was  taken  was  passed  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
it  contained  the  words,  "  According  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia." These  words  had  been  struck  out.  He  did  not 
deny  that  the  sample  contained  weak  spirit,  but  he  objected 
to  the  words  of  the  public  analyst,  that  the  sample  was 
"  rather  low  in  extract."  He  contended  that  the  spirit  con- 
tained had  no  medicinal  properties,  and  was  only  used  for 
the  purposes  of  extraction  and  preservation  of  the  rhubarb, 
&c.  The  tincture  of  rhubarb  was  very  carefully  made,  and 
the  presence  of  the  water  could  not  be  accounted  for,  except 
by  evaporation. 

Mr.  Robert  Parker  said  he  made  the  tincture  in  question, 
according  to  the  directions  given  by  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. The  spirit  contained  would  exercise  little,  if  any, 
medicinal  action.  He  could  not  account  for  the  presence  of 
the  30  per  cent,  of  water.  The  spirit  used  had  been  bought 
at  considerably  over  proof  strength,  and  he  had  watered  it 
down  to  proof  strength.  He  was  sure  he  had  not  made  any 
mistake  and  added  too  much  water. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  that  the  case  was  a  proper  one  to 
bring  before  them.  The  Bench,  however,  had  decided  not  to 
convict. 

The  Town  Clerk  asked  the  Bench  to  state  a  case,  but, 
pending  his  instructions  from  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the 
matter  stood  over. 


A  CHEMIST  ASSAULTS  HIS  LADY  TENANT. 

On  January  7,  at  the  Wandsworth  County  Court,  before 
Judge  Lushington,  Mrs.  Heaton,  the  wife  of  a  barrister,  re- 
siding at  6  Bank  Buildings,  Streatham  Common,  sued  a  Mr. 
Savage,  described  as  a  chemist,  and  manager  to  Mr.  Lovely, 
also  a  chemist,  who  has  a  shop  at  the  same  address,  to 
recover  damages  for  an  assault.  i 

Mr.  Moyses  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Ralph 
Bankes  for  the  defendant. 

The  plaiutiflf  stated  that  she  and  her  husband  rented  a 
portion  of  defendant's  house.  At  first  they  took  six  rooms, 
but  subsequently  they  gave  up  three  of  the  rooms.  There 
was  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  right  to  the  use  of  the 
kitchen,  &c.  On  November  27  Mrs.  Heaton  said  she  went 
into  the  scullery  to  point  out  her  saucepans  to  a  charwoman 
who  was  going  to  clean  them.  Mrs.  Savage  was  there  and 
called  her  a  "thief,  liar,  and  dirty  old  charwoman,"  telling 
her  "  to  get  out  of  it,  as  everything  there  belonged  to  her  " 
(Mrs.  Savage),  and  she  dared  plaintiff  to  touch  the  pans 
Mrs.  Savage  then  called  her  husband,  and  he  came  and  told 
plaintiff  to  clear  out  of  it.  Plaintiff  refused  to  go  out  of  the 
kitchen  at  his  bidding,  saying  it  was  hers  as  much  as  his, 
adding,  "  If  you  wish  to  be  violent,  do."  The  defendant  then 
said,  "If  you  don't  go  out  by  12  o'clock  to- morrow,  I  will 
throw  your  things  into  the  back  yard."  Plaintiff  remained 
in  the  kitchen,  and  as  the  defendant  left  she  went  upstairs 
to  her  rooms.  In  about  half  an  hour  she  returned  to  the 
kitchen  with  hot  water  for  the  charwoman  to  clean  her 
things,  when  the  defendant  came  into  the  kitchen  and  said, 
"  What  are  you  doing  here  f "  She  replied,  "  My  work."  He 
said,  coming  towards  her,  "  Clear  out,  or  I  will  put  you  out."' 
Plaintiff  bent  her  head,  but  did  not  answer.  Defendant 
then  opened  the  back  door  leading  into  the  yard,  and  coming 
behind  her  seized  her  by  her  two  arms,  bending  them  and 
hurting  her  back.  He  then  put  his  knee  in  the  small  of  her 
back  and  ran  her  into  the  yard.  He  pulled  her  back  into  the 
scullery,  shook  her  violently,  turned  her  towards  the  kitchen, 
shook  her,  and  ran  her  through  the  kitchen  and  passage,  to 
the  foot  of  the  stairs,  when  he  gave  her  a  violent  push,  which 
sent  her  staggering  to  the  front  door.  Defendant  then  took 
a  stick  and  shook  it  at  her,  threatening  to  beat  her  if  she 
dared  to  pass  him.  He  also  used  abusive  language  to  her. 
Whilst  this  scene  was  progressing  she  called  her  husband, 
but  he  was  ill  in  bed  with  a  bad  throat.  He,  however,  got 
up  and  took  her  to  Dr.  Coleman.  The  next  day  the  doctor 
called  at  the  house  and  said  he  could  not  take  the  case  unless 
they  made  it  worth  his  while,  as  he  was  the  medical 
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attendant  ot  Mr.  8avage  and  Lis  wife.  They  then  had  Dr.  j 
Barker,  who  attended.  On  December  21  the  defendant  put 
in'a  distress  for  the  month's  rent  then  due.  Her  husband 
would  not  pay  because  he  maintained  they  were  quarterly 
tenants.  In  cross-examination,  Mrs.  Heaton  denied  that  she  I 
shook  a  saucepan  at  Mrs.  Savage,  but  she  had  held  up  her 
finger  at  her  and  said,  "  You  must  not  call  me  a  thief."  Mrs. 
Savage  then  called  her  husband,  the  defendant,  who 
took  up  a  saucepan  and  shook  it  at  her.  She 
never  went  up  to  the  defendant  with  an  up- 
lifted saucepan  and  said,  "  Woman's  rights."  (Laughter.) 
She  wBs  on  good  terms  with  the  defendant  and  his  wife 
prior  to  November  21,  when  she  went  to  see  Mr.  Lovely,  the 
owner  of  the  shop,  to  complain  about  the  threats  made. 
Subsequently  the  defendant  gave  her  a  month's  notice 
because  she  would  not  accept  his  terms  of  exnhanging  two 
rooms  for  one.  At  the  interview  with  Mr.  Lovely  he  asked 
her  some  questions  about  the  defendant,  and  she  told  him 
that  defendant  got  drunk,  that  on  one  occasion  he  shut  the 
shop  early,  and  that  he  had  knocked  his  wife  about. 

Henry  Heaton,  barrister,  formerly  of  British  Columbia, 
husband  of  the  plaintiff,  swore  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement, 
but  said  he  saw  nothing  of  the  assault. 

Dr.  Barker  said  he  found  the  plaintiff  nervous  and 
shrinking.  She  was  not  excited.  Her  pulse  was  high  and 
irregular.  He  found  two  slight  bruises  on  the  left  arm. 
There  was  no  bruising  of  the  back.  She  was  a  woman  of  a 
delicate  constitution,  and  the  assault  might  render  it  im- 
perative for  her  to  abstain  from  her  work. 

For  the  defence.  Dr.  Coleman  said  on  the  evening  of  the 
day  of  the  assault  the  plaintiff  and  her  husband  came  to 
him  and  told  him  the  story  of  the  assaulc.  He  examined 
the  plaintiff's  arms,  and  found  two  bruises,  one  on  each  arm. 
He  v/ould  not  say  that  the  effect  of  the  alleged  assault  would 
render  the  plaintiff  unable  to  perform  her  work. 

Defendant  was  the  next  witness.  He  said  he  was 
manager  to  Mr  Lovely,  and  received  601  per  annum  and 
the  house  rent-free.  He  let  the  upper  part  of  the  house. 
About  ttie  middle  of  November  the  plaintiff  and  her  husband 
gave  up  some  of  the  rooms,  and  took  three  at  20Z  per 
annum,  rent  to  be  piid  monthly.  He  absolutely  denied  the 
truth  of  the  allegation  made  by  the  plaintiff  to  his  superior. 
On  November  27  he  ran  into  the  kitchen  upon  hearing  the 
plaintiff  screaming  He  found  her  standing  with  an  up- 
raised saucepan  near  his  wife,  who  was  in  a  delicate  state 
of  health.  He  then  ordered  her  upstairs.  Later  on  he 
again  went  into  the  scullery  and  found  a  row  proceeding 
between  his  wife  and  the  plaintiff  over  the  pot,s.  He  said, 
addressing  the  plaintiff,  "  Oh  !  here  again?  Why  don't  you 
confine  yourself  to  your  own  rooms,  and  not  come  here?  " 
Plaintiff  then  defied  him,  pointing  her  finger  at  his  face 
and  stamping  on  the  floor.  He  told  her  to  go  upstairs,  but 
she  refused,  and  said  she  would  not  move,  but  would  stand 
up  for  woman's  rights.  (Laughter.)  He  used  no  unneces- 
sary violence  towards  her  nor  threatened  her. 

Mrs.  Savage  supported  hex  husband's  evidence,  and  after 
other  corroborative  evidence  his  Honour  summed  up.  He 
held  that  the  plaintiff  had  a  right  to  the  ki'chen,  and  used 
it  as  she  might.  He  regretted  that  plaintiff  had  spoken  as 
she  had  done  to  the  defendant's  master.  Plaintiff  had  over- 
stated the  facts  of  the  case  in  his  opinion,  but  there  had 
been  an  assault.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  th.at  there  was 
no  juitification  for  the  defendant's  wife  calling  plaintiff  a 
charwoman,  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  he  thought  plaintiff 
was  mistaken  about  the  words  used  by  (he  defendant's  wife 
to  her.  He  awarded  plaintift'  lOZ.  Is.  as  damages  for  the 
assault,  with  costs. 


EXHAUSTED  GINGER-ROOT. 

At  Hanley  Petty  Sessions,  last  week,  the  proprietor  of  the 
People's  Tea  Company,  Burslem,  was  summoned  at  the 
instance  of  the  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for 
selling  ginger  from  which  a  portion  ot  its  pungent  and 
aromatic  properties  had  been  extracted.  Three  ounces  of 
lump-ginger  had  been  purchased  at  the  defendant's  shop  for 
3d.,  and  the  public  analyst  (Mr.  E  W.  T.  Jones)  had  certified 
that  in  his  opinion  it  had  been  exhausted  by  a  solvent, 
whereby  its  aromatic  and  pungent  qualities  had  been 
abstracted,  the  sample  being  almost  tasteless.  Cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Leak,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  Mr. 


Jones  admitted  that  he  had  never  heard  of  a  prosecution 
for  lump- ginger  before.  He  believed  the  sample  complained 
of  was  African  ginger,  which  was  the  lowest  in  regard  to 
pungent  and  aromatic  qualities.  He  had  made  every 
allowance  for  this.  His  analysis  showed  that  the 
sample  contained  moisture  12  per  cent  ,  essential  oil 
■35,  ethereal  extract  3'3.  alcoholic  extract  (after  ether). 
115,  starch  and  cellulose  77  38,  ash  or  mineral  matter  5  82, 
soluble  ash  -73,  potash  -24.  He  admitted  that  in  ginger,  as 
in  every  other  vegetable  root,  the  same  stem  might 
contain  both  good  and  bad  specimens,  but  he  declined  to- 
say  that  to  extract  the  qualities  from  ginger  without  crush- 
ing would  be  so  expensive  that  no  one  would  find  it  worth 
while  to  do  so.  The  qualities  could  be  extracted  from  ginger 
without  crushing  and  the  samples  afterwards  allowed  to  dry. 
In  this  case  the  essential  oil  was  just  one  half  of  the  very 
lowest  quantity  which  should  be  found,  and  he  did  not  think 
this  conld  happen  naturally.  The  amount  of  potash  should 
be  10  at  least.  In  fact,  the  sample  was  nothing  but  woody 
matter,  tasteless  and  odourless.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Leak 
stated  that  to  extract  the  qualities  from  ginger  without 
crushing  would  be  so  costly  a  process  that  it  would 
not  pay  anyone  to  do  it.  This  was  the  first  prosecu- 
tion of  its  kind  which  had  taken  place  in  the  whole 
of  the  country,  and  it  had  come  as  a  shock  to  the  trade,  who 
had  been  under  the  impression  that  lump  gicger  could  not 
be  adulterated.  He  asked  the  Magistrates  to  believe  that 
this  was  a  genuine  piece  of  ginger,  although  it  was  a  bad 
specimen. 

The  Stipendiary  said  he  could  only  say  that  this  prosecu- 
tion had  brought  to  light  a  new  opening  for  fraud,  and  he 
was  very  glad  the  prosecutors  had  been  able  to  nip  it  in  the 
bud.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  the  Bench  would  impose 
the  nominal  penalty  of  51.  and  costs,  altogether  11.  19s.  bd.

He  John  Aslin,  Sunderland,  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

At  the  Sunderland  Bankruptcy  Court  on  January  3,  tbis^ 
debtor  was  examined  by  the  Official  Receiver.  His  unsecured 
indebtedness  is  8531 ,  and  his  assets  are  estimated  at  313?. 
He  started  business  about  1854,  and  for  the  last  few  years, 
has  lived  in  the  country,  leaving  the  business  to  be  managed 
by  his  son.  His  answers  showed  that  he  had  no  regular 
reports  from  his  son,  so  that  he  did  not  know  that  things 
were  going  wrong  until  urgently  summoned  to  Sunderland 
in  November  last.  His  examination  was  adjourned  for  a 
fortnight. 


Be  John  Ettles,  trading  as  John  Etfcles  &  Son,  155  Her- 
bert Road,  Plumstead,  and  11  Green's  End,  Woolwich, 
Chemist. 

The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  fixed  for  Tues- 
day at  the  Greenwich  Bankruptcy  Court.  We  have  already 
published  the  particulars  of  the  failure,  and  besides  these 
the  examination  disclosed  few  new  facts  of  importance.  The 
debtor  estimated  his  household  expenses  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  receiving  order  (November  15)  at 
230Z.  13s.  lid.  He  stated  that  he  had  kept  ledgers  with 
creditors  and  debtors,  cash  takings  book,  petty  disburse- 
ments book,  day-book,  and  "  accounts  rendered "  book. 
Fully-secured  creditors  were  shown  to  hold  mortages  on, 
I  freehold  property  belonging  to  the  debtor  in  Elgin,  a  policy 
on  his  life,  ana  the  lease  of  his  busicess  premises.— The 
Assistant  Official  Receiver  stated  that  the  debtor  would  be 
required  to  file  certain  accounts  before  his  public  examina- 
tion could  be  proceeded  with,  and  to  enable  this  to  be  done 
the  examination  was  adjourned.

A  druggist  in  Beloit  dispensed  a  prescription  for  a  woman, 
and  her  doctor  called  for  the  medicine.    He  picked  up  the 
j  wrong  bottle,  and  gave  the  woman  a  dose,  from  which  she 
I  died.    The  Coroner's  jury  put  the  blame  on  the  druggist. 
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TT7  E  give  below  a  snmmary  of  some  of  the  more  interesting 
papers  read  in  the  Section  of  Pharmacology. 
Surgeon-General  Sir  Wm.  Mooeb,  K.C.I.E  ,  in  a  communi- 
■cation  on 

The  Value  of  Quinine  in  Indian  Fevers, 

expressed  the  opinion  that  quinine  received  the  credit  of 
•effecting  a  cure  in  many  cases  in  which  it  was  not  really 
beneficial.  He  questioned  the  statistics  which  seemed  to 
prove  that  the  diminution  in  the  death-rate  in  India  was  to 
•be  attributed  to  this  over- esteemed  drug.  He  had  several 
objections  to  quinine— its  action  was  still  undetermined  ;  it 
had  been  supposed  to  kill  the  Bacillus  malarice,  but  he  had 
reason  to  doubt  it  ;he  found  that  in  large  doses  its  beneficial 
eflfects  were  sometimes  negatived  by  toxic  symptoms — con- 
vulsions, coma,  &c.,  and  that  it  had  been  occasionally  found 
10  produce  the  conditions  for  which  it  is  given  as  a  remedy 
— a  sort  of  masked  fever,  due  to  saturation  of  the  system  with 
Ihe  drug, 

The  Treatment  of  Malarial  Fevers  by  the  Hypo- 
dermic Injection  op  Quinine 

-was  discussed  by  Surgeon- Lieut  -Colonel  Percy  F.W.  Jenson, 
■of  Mysore,  who  advocated  the  hypodermic  use  of  a  solu- 
tion of  neutral  sulphate  of  quinine  in  intermittent  fever?, 
because  it  acted  much  more  quickly  and  efficaciously 
than  when  taken ^er  OS,  a  single  iajection  of  5  grs.  usually 
•effecting  a  cure.  He  had  arrived  at  the  conclusion  after  a 
•long  series  of  expe.  iments,  of  which  he  gave  particulars,  that 
the  neutral  sulphate,  dissolved  in  plain  distilled  water,  was 
the  most  suitable  form  in  which  to  prepare  this  solution. 
He  further  recommended  the  adoption  of  this  method  of 
treatment  in  hDspitals  and  charitable  dispensaries  as  being 
the  most  economical. 

The  Value  of  Mudar  (Caloteopis  Gigantea) 

was  commented  upon  by  John  Morton,  M.D.,  Mussoorie. 
Mudar  is  regarded  by  Dr.  Morton  as  one  of  the  indigenous 
drugs  most  entitled  to  pharmacopocial  recognition.    He  has 
found  in  it  a  specific  of  marvellous  efficacy  in  eczema.  His 
■recapitulation  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  cure  of  a 
sceptical  Irish  lady  was  like  a  chapterfrom  "Mother  So-and- 
So's"  lucubrations.    Dr.  Morton  administered  the  drug  in  i 
■the  form  of  a  poultice  of  the  fresh  leaves,  but  he  was  unable  i 
to  place  on  record  any  information  regarding  its  active  ] 
.principle  or  physiological  action.  j 
D.  Morrison,  M.D  ,  in  a  paper  on 

The  Treatment  of  Bites  of  Rabid  Animals  by 
Permanganate  of  Potash, 

mentioned  that,  in  the  course  of  a  large  number  of  observa- 
tions on  this  treatment  in  bites  of  rabid  dogs  and  jackals, 
he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  permanganate  of  potash 
was  an  invaluable  remedy.  Deaths  from  hjdrophobia  were 
very  numerous,  and  the  Pasteur  treatment  could  never  be 
made  available  for  the  ordinary  ryot  of  Bengal.  He  held 
that  the  principle  was  the  same  as  in  the  Pasteur  treatment 
— viz.,  that  of  cure  by  means  of  an  attenuated  virus — as  it 
had  been  found  that,  although  the  nature  of  the  virus  was 
still  undetermined,  oxygen,  in  the  form  of  permanganate  of 
potash,  had  the  power  of  destroying  it  and  rendering  it 
innocuous.  It  was  used  in  the  form  of  a  lotion. 
A  paper  on 

Bengal  Haemostatic  Plants, 

by  Dr.  G.  C.  Bagchee,  Calcutta,  showed  a  decided  inclina- 
tion to  the  Hindu  system  of  medicine,  "  flowers  boiled  in 
milk  "  being  one  of  the  forms  recommended  by  this  practi- 
tioner. The  plants  recommended  were  Saraca,  iiidica,  a 
leguminous  plant  known  as  Asok  ;  Eupatorium  Ayapana 
'(^Ayapana  in  the  vernacular),  which  was  used  in  the  form  of 
a  paste  of  the  pounded  leaves  applied  to  wourds ;  the 
freshly-expressed  juice  of  Blvmea  dcnsijlnra  (Kuksungh  in 
Bengali),  which  was  useful  in  hasmorrhage  from  the  bowels 
■due  to  dysentery  or  other  causes  ;  and  the  flowers  of  the  red 
lotus  (JNymplicta  ruira),  which  were  recommended  for  arrest- 


ing hjcmorrhage  from  the  uterus.    The  doctor  somewhat 
vaguely  stated  that  the  haemostatic  influence  of  the  Blumea 
leaves  "  was  probably  due  to  the  presence  of  a  volatile  oil." 
A  paper  by  Dr.  N.  K.  Pateak  on 

The  Use  of  Antipyretics  in  Indian  Fevers 
was  a  comparative  review  of  the  antipyretic  values  of 
phenacetin,  antipjrin,  and  antifebrin.  The  author  found 
that  great  damage  was  done  by  the  excessive  use  of  these 
drugs  in  India.  He  considered  4  to  5  gr.  of  phenacetin  a 
moderate  dose,  and  16  gr.  a  "  heroic  "  dose.  Above  that  the 
drug  became  dangerous,  destrojing  the  blood-corpuscles. 
Similarly,  5  gr.  of  antifebrin  and  10  gr.  of  antipyrin  were  to 
be  considered  the  limits  of  dosage.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
these  drugs  are  used  very  largely  and  somewhat  indis- 
criminately in  India. 

Indigenous  Drugs  of  India, 

by  Dr.  R  P.  Banee.ibe,  Rajputana,  was  an  account  of  some 
of  the  most  important  country  remedies,  compiled,  according 
to  the  author,  from  one  of  the  Calcutta  medical  journals. 
There  was  nothing  new  in  this  paper,  which  was  otherwise 
an  elaborate  resume  of  a  most  extensive  subject. 

Antipyeetics, 

by  the  same  author,  was  a  comparative  examination  of  the 
effects  observed  m  bis  own  practice  in  the  use  of  antipyrin, 
antifebrin,  exalgin,  phenacetin,  salol,  quinine,  salicylic  acid, 
and  salicylates.  He  had  found  that  if  "exalgin  were  per- 
severed in,  'night-blindness  and  weak-sightedness'  are 
produced,  and  the  patient  becomes  emaciated,  pale,  weak, 
and  faint,  not  unlike  the  appearances  of  a  sufferer  from 
chlorosis."  The  doctor  varied  the  results  of  his  researches 
in  regard  to  the  antipyretic  valtes  of  these  drugs  with 
observations  on  the  value  of  salol  as  a  topical  application 
in  combination  with  carbolic  acid  and  iodoform.  He  also 
declared  that  "  persons  of  a  strong  nervous  system  withstand 
the  action  of  salicylates  better  than  nervous  and  weak- 
minded  persons." 

Dr.  Manckjbe  D.  Cama  recommended 

Vapoe  Opii 

as  worthy  of  pharmaoopoeial  recognition.  He  thought  that 
the  Opium  Commission  had  proved  that  this  was  the  best 
way  to  utilise  the  beneficial  influence  of  the  "  divine  drug." 
He  advocated  it  as  "an  efficient  remedial  agent  that  had 
fascinated  the  East,  sublime  in  its  simplicity,  evolved  out  of 
the  omniscient  brains  of  the  celestials,  and  grounded  on  the 
rock  of  accumulated  expeiience  of  ages  " 

Tinosvora  cordifolia  (Gulancba)  was  lauded  by  Dr.  GUNGA 
Singh,  of  the  Prince  of  WaUs's  Hospital,  Benares,  as  a 
remedy  in  ague,  debility,  and  jaundice.  A  paper  on  "  Oxide 
of  Orpimenc "  was  nothing  less  than  a  enology  of  an 
"  Aurvedic  "  nostrum,  a  "  sjstem  "  of  medicine  practised  by 
some  natives  in  Calcutta.  The  author  rang  the  whole 
gamut  of  clinic  possibilities  from.leprosy  to  fever.=,  and  from 
sick- headaches  to  "elephantiasis  and  neuralgia."  Another 
paper  on  "  Electro-Therapeutics  "  was  similarly  exhaustive. 


Not  Guilty. — William  Huston  (50),  a  firework-maker,  of 
252  Milifield  Road,  Clapton,  charged  with  entering  an 
unoccupied  house  at  Walthamstow,  and  stealing  therefrom 
nine  pictures,  a  tea- service,  kc,  valued  at  15Z.,  the  property 
of  Alfred  Higgins,  a  chemist,  of  Clapton,  was  tried  last  week 
at  the  Stratford  Petty  Sessiots  and  acquitted. 

Careless  Use  of  Chloeodyne.— Henry  Farthing,  a 
commercial  clerk,  of  8  Crossley  Street,  Liverpool  Road,  was 
suffering  from  a  severe  cough,  for  which  he  took  chlorodyne. 
He  had  been  unsteady  recently,  and  on  Saturday  was  dis- 
charged frcm  his  situation.  He  returned  home  a  little  the 
worse  for  drink  at  midnight,  and,  without  pausing  to  look  at 
the  cover  of  the  chlorod^ne-bottle,  he  swallowed  a  quantity, 
and  then  threw  the  bottle — a  ^  cz.  phial— into  the  fire, 
where  it  was  destroyed  At  an  icquest  held  on  January  8, 
the  ju'y,  in  returning  a  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure, 
lecctrmerded  that  in  future  such  dangerous  medicines 
should  be  labelled  "Poison"  on  the  bottle,  and  cot  on  the 
cover  only  ;  and  the  Coroner  added  that  it  would  be  well, 
too,  if  the  directions  were  made  as  plain  as  possible,  and 
words  like  that  of  "  minims  '  omitted.  "  Drops  "  would  be 
a  better  term.

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SOCIETY  OF  CHEMICAL  IN  DUSTEY. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  London  Section  of  the  above  Sooietj> 
■which  was  held  on  Monday,  January  7,  Professor  Attfield 
read  the  paper  on 

The  Natural  Solidified  Sodium  Lakes  of  Wtomikg 

which  his  son,  Dr  Harvey  AttSeld,  had  prepared.  The  inves- 
tigation, of  which  this  paper  was  the  outcome,  was  undertaken 
in  1891,  the  primary  object  being  a  report  as  to  the  extent  and 
character  of  a  deposit  of  sodium  sulphate,  for  the  guidance 
of  a  syndicate  ere  it  should  embark  in  a  pecuniary  venture. 
Information  respecting  the  average  chemical  composition  of 
the  deposit,  the  quantity,  the  presence  or  absence  of  sand, 
fuel  and  water,  as  well  as  the  facilities  for  transit  and  the 
character  of  the  district  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view,  in 
•case  a  factory  should  be  established  on  the  spot,  were  all 
points  requiring  attention.  The  precise  locale  of  the  lake  was 
indicated  on  a  map  of  Wyoming  State.  It  occurs  in  the  "  oil 
<3istrict "  which  traverses  that  State  in  direction  N.E.  and 
S.W  ,  and  lies  a  short  distance  from  one  of  the  outlying  spurs 
of  the  "  Rockies,"  a  distance  of  some  sixty  miles  from  the 
nearest  rail  way- station. 

The  solidified  lake  has  a  snowy  appearance  due  to  the 
pulverulent  sodium  sulphate  which  re&ts  oq  the  surface  ;  the 
longest  diameter  is  1,200  yards,  and  the  reputed  area  110 
acres.  Investigation  showed,  however,  that  by  far  the  larger 
portion  of  this  area  is  surface  without  any  substratum,  and 
the  actual  workable  area  was  reduced  by  a  series  of  borings 
to  six  acres  ;  this  discovery  at  once  negatived  the  idea  that 
the  lake  could  be  profitably  worked  by  capitalists,  for  the 
glass  industries  of  Pitlsville  alone  would  speedily  consume 
the  whole  of  the  available  sodium  salt  capable  of  being  exca- 
vated from  a  ten  acre  lake. 

The  fait  is  practically  anhydrous  Glauber  salt  with  about 
6  per  cent,  of  Na„CO„  15  per  cent.  NaCl,  and  6  9  per  cent, 
water  of  crystallisation,  slight  differences  being  perceptible 
according  as  the  sample  was  taken  from  the  upper  or  lower 
portion  of  the  bed.  The  lake  rested  on  a  bed  of  stifE  tenacious 
clay,  and  this  fact  is  believed  to  furnish  the  key  to  the  pro- 
blem why  these  deposits  are  found  in  these  districts.  The 
"weathering"  of  certain  "  spars  "  or  spathic  rocks  is  always 
going  on,  and  as  the  winter  snows  melt  the  soluble  matters 
.are  removed  ;  if,  instead  of  finding  an  outlet  seawards,  the 
salt-charged  water  drains  into  a  lake  with  a  more  or  less  im- 
pervious bottom,  natural  evaporation  goes  on,  and  the  salt, 
"freed  from  its  insoluble  contaminations,  is  deposited. 

The  other  lakes  visited  (for  there  were  three  close  together) 
are  situated  about  twelve  hours'  railway  ride  from  Denver,  and 
■have  already  been  described  by  Pemberton  and  Tucker,  1888. 
These  lakes  have  also  been  worked  for  industrial  purposes, 
and  a  6,000-inch  block  of  sodium  sulphate  was  quarried  here 
■and  forwarded  to  the  Philadelphian  Exhibition  in  1876.  A 
sample  of  the  crj  stallised  sulphate  assayed  more  than  99  per 
cent.,  and  the  layer  is  asserted  to  be  30  feet  thick.  An  ^ 
adjacent  lake,  termed  "  Red  Lake,"  exhibits  a  reddish  tint  in 
places  which,  it  is  believed,  is  derived  from  a  low  form  of  life. 
A  similar  coloration  has  been  noticed  in  certain  lakes  in 
Egypt,  where  sulphuretted  hydrogen  was  found  to  be  given  | 
ofE,  and  with  apparent  benefit  to  the  vegetable  organism.  Dr. 
Attfield  made  a  similar  observation  in  the  Wyoming  "  Red 
Lake";  this  salt  lake  was  veined  by  vertical  layers  of  a  soft 
black  mud,  which  evolved  sulphuretted  hydrogen  freely  when 
stirred.

Philistines. — Besnard's  fine  frescoes  in  the  vestibule  of 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  have  been  so  much  damaged 
by  the  students  that  they  are  considered  to  be  beyond 
restoration. 

At  the  Academy  of  Sciences  last  Monday  the  usual 
interesting  ceremony  incident  to  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  gone  through  in  the  matter  of  installing  the  new  Presi- 
dent for  1895.  M.  Lrcwy,  the  retiring  President,  reviewed 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  Academy  during  his  term  of 
office,  and  then  resigned  his  seat  to  M.  Marey,  last  year's 
Vice  President.  The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  new  Vice-President,  and  its  selection  fell  on  M.  Alfred 
Cornu,  the  eminent  professor  of  physics  at  the  Ecole  Poly- 
technique.  After  this,  routine  business  was  proceeded  with, 
and  this  included  an  interesting  paper  by  M.  Henri  Moissan 
•on  his  carbon  experiments. 

A  Pharmacist's  Responsibility. — On  January  4  judg- 
ment was  given  by  the  Tribunal  of  the  Seine  in  a  case  in 
which  M.  Claude  Malavent,  pharmacist,  19  rue  des  Deux 
Fonts,  Paris,  was  prosecuted  for  having  contravened 
Article  32  of  the  law  of  Germinal  21,  Year  X[.,  by  selling  in 
his  phi*rmacy  a  medicinal  preparation  or  compound  drug  not 
in  conformity  with  the  doctor's  prescription  delivered  to  him. 
The  case  has  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention,  and  gave 
rise  to  an  interesting  question  of  law  as  to  whether  a 
pharmacist  is  legally  responsible  for  an  error  committed  by 
his  assistant,  M.  Malavent's  defence  being  that  the  medicine 
in  question  was  prepared  during  his  absence,  and  that  in 
any  case  it  would  be  absolutely  impracticable  for  him  or  any 
other  pharmacist  to  control  the  preparation  of  medicine  not 
made  up  by  himself.  It  appears  that  80  centigrammes  of 
musk  was  ordered  in  the  prescription,  and  this  was  omitted 
by  the  assistant  either  through  carelessness  or  because  he 
misread  the  prescription.  Dr.  Duchesne,  the  medical  man 
who  gave  the  recipe,  had  informed  his  client  that,  on  account 
of  the  high  price  of  musk,  the  medicine  would  cost  at  least 
lOf.,  while  M.  Delanoe,  the  assistant,  only  charged  If.  60c. 
The  patient  was  surprised  at  the  low  price,  and  mentioned  it 
to  his  doctor.  The  latter  suspected  an  error,  and  wrote  out 
a  second  prescription,  in  which  musk  was  again  ordered. 
It  happened  that  the  same  assistant  made  up  the  medicine 
and  charged  the  same  price  as  before.  The  result  was  that 
Dr.  Dachesne  had  the  medicine  analysed,  and  it  was  found 
that  it  only  contained  three-eighths  of  the  quantity  of  musk 
•ordered.  The  Judge,  in  summing  up,  stated  that  the 
delivery  and  sale  of  the  medicine  were  the  only  questions  at 
i^ssue,  as,  according  to  Article  32,  the  pharmacist  is 
supposed  to  deliver  personally  all  medicine  leaving  his 
officine.  He  held  tha^;  no  privileges  are  conferred  on 
assistants  by  French  law,  independently  of  the  owner  of  the 
pharmacy,  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  medicaments.  A 
certain  term  of  service  in  a  pharmacy  is  imposed  on 
assistants  merely  as  an  apprenticeship.  The  Judge  added 
that  the  latter  are  not  mentioned  in  the  law — thus,  if,  as  the 


defendant  tried  to  prove,  they  are  responsible  for  their  own 
errors,  mistakes  could  be  made  with  impunity.  Consequently 
it  was  held  that  M.  Malavent  alone  must  be  held  roponsible 
for  his  assistant's  want  of  care,  and  judgment  was  given 
against  him  for  500f. 
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Apotheker  Benson,  President  of  the  Danish  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  Mrs.  Benzon  have  given  10,000  kroner 
(550Z.)  towards  a  fund  for  indigent  pharmacists. 

Chemical-works  in  Poland.— A  chemical-works,  which 
will  chiefly  produce  sulphuric  acid,  is  about  to  be  erected  in 
Warsaw  by  a  combination  of  Belgian  and  Russian  capitalists. 

Pharmacy  in  Spain.— The  Spanish  Senate  is  engaged  in 
debating  a  new  law  for  public  hygiene.  It  has  also  appointed 
a  Commission  to  consider  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  which  has 
been  passed  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

Belgian  Pharmacy. — The  pharmacists  of  Belgium  are 
promoting  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  chief  object  of  which, 
apparently,  is  to  annul  the  eSect  of  the  judgment  of  last 
year,  which  made  it  penal  to  sell  any  proprietary  medicine 
of  which  the  formula  was  not  disclosed  on  the  Ubel. 

German  Sulphuric-acid  Wottics  on  Fire.— On  the 
evening  of  December  25  a  fire  destroyed  the  sulphunc-acid 
works  of  the  Chemical  Factory  at  Buckau,  near  Madgeourg. 
The  Are  was  visible  for  miles  around,  aud  the  whole  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  works  was  rendered  tempoiarily  insutferaole 
by  the  sulphurous-acid  fumes  generated  in  the  procass  of 
extinguishing  the  flames  with  water. 

Apothbkers  and  Doctors  in  Germany.— At  the  end 
of  1894  there  were  5,215  pharmacies  iu  the  German  Empire 
to  provide  for  the  needs  of  a  population  estimated  at 
51,400,000.  The  German  Medical  Register  contiins  the 
names  of  22,287  medical  men  resident  in  the  country.  There 
is,  therefore,  to  every  10,000  inhabitants  of  Germany  1  02 
pharmacy  and  4  47  qualified  medical  practitioners.  In  1876 
the  pharmacies  numbered  4,416,  the  doctors  of  medicine 
13,384  ;  in  1887  the  figures  were  4,680  and  15,824  respectively. 
The  number  of  medical  men  has  therefore  incieased  by 
71'86  per  cent,  within  the  last  nineteen  years,  while  that  of 
pharmacists  in  business  has  only  increased  by  18'09  per  cent. 
The  reason  is,  of  course,  that  the  practice  of  medicine  is  free 
to  qualified  men,  but  no  qualified  apotheker  is  allowed 
to  open  a  shop  without  a  licence,  and  the  issua  of  such 
licences  is  limited  as  nearly  as  possible  to  one  for  every 
10,000  of  population.  In  the  course  of  the  last  six  months, 
for  instance,  only  42  new  licences  were  granted  by  Govern- 
ment. 

Proposed  Increase  in  the  Ether  and  Honey 
Duties  in  Germany. — The  German  Government  have  laid 
before  the  Reichstag  a  Bill  for  the  revision  of  the  Customs 
tariff.  Among  other  alterations,  the  measure  increases  the 
import-duty  upon  honey,  nob  in  the  comb,  from  20m.  to  36m. 
per  100  kilos.  (  =  9.-;.  to  16s.  3^/.  per  cwt.).  The  present  duty 
is  one  of  20m.  for  all  kinds  of  honey,  and  comb-honey  will 
be  kept  at  that  figure.  The  reason  given  for  the  proposed 
increase  is  that  a  great  part  of  the  substance  now  imported 
as  honey  is  in  reality  nothing  but  glucose,  and  that  artilicial 
honey  is  now  prepared  in  such  a  manner  that  it  cannot  be 
chemically  distinguished  from  the  natural  product  (sic  .'). 
Hence  the  sugar-duty,  having  been  increased  to  36m.  per 
100  kilos,  some  time  ago,  it  is  now  proposed  to  apply  the 
same  tax  to  honey,  which  may  possibly  consist  partly  or 
wholly  of  fugar.  The  duty  on  ether  of  all  kinds  (excepting 
sulphuric  ether)  is  to  be  raised  from  20m.  to  180m.  per 
100  kilos  ,  on  the  ground  that  the  German  manufacturers 
are  compelled  to  use  duty-paid  spirit  in  the  preparation  of 
ethers,  and  that  this  duty  amounts  at  present  to  £0m.  per 
hectolitre,  which  gives  tne  foreign  maker,  who  uses  duty- 
free alcohol,  an  unfair  advantage.  The  importation  of 
ether  into  Germany  has  advanced  from  an  average  of 
6,000  kilos,  from  1880  to  1889  to  90,100  kilos,  in  1891, 
29,600  kilos,  in  1892,  and  31,300  kilos,  in  1893.  Sulphuric 
ether,  which  is  made  in  Germany  from  duty-free  spirit,  is 
,  to  remain  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  20m.  per  100  kilos.

THE    PHARM  ACOPCEIA. 

Thk  jouDger  generation  in  Glafgow  pharmacy  appear  t'c 
riiUer  from  the  oldei  generation.    On  two  occasions  recently 
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•we  have  reported  their  aspirations  in  regard  to  the  revision  of 
•the  British  Pharmacopceia,  and  these  aspirations  are  little 
short  of  revolutionary.  Perhaps  they  are  not  aware  that  one 
amongst  them— that  admirable,  and  at  one  time  militant, 
^Dharmacist,  Daniel  Frazer — was  a  warm  exponent  of  the 
-other  course  of  action,  although  in  everything  else  no  one 
■would  charge  Mr.  Frazer  with  being  conservative.  But  he 
used  to  say- -and  there  was  much  force  ia  his  words  when  he 

uttered  them  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  was  the 

physician's  prescription-book,  and  pharmacists  should  have 
nothing  to  do  with  altering  it.    Since  that  time  the  aspect 
of  affairs  has  changed,  and  the  B.P.  is  regarded  as  a 
-standard  for  such  things  that  are  in  it  which  chemists  and 
druggists  sell  by  retail.    This  has  been  established  since  the 
Tharmaceutical  Societies  of  the  kingdom  declined  to  aid 
-the  Medical  Council  in  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
published  ten  years  ago,  for  reasons  far  removed  from  Mr. 
"Frazer's  dictum,  but  which   at  that  time  justified  the 
policy.     Now   Mr.   Boyd    and   many   others   with  him 
ure  advocating  an  ambitious  policy  of  revision,  and  we 
wonder  where  all  this  is    to  lead  to.    First,  there  is 
ihe  question  of  adding  to  the  Pharmacjpa'ia  a  formula 
for  every  medicinal  preparation,  great  and  small,  which 
is  not  in  it,  and  which  happens  to  be  in  use  at  present. 
From  the  practical  standpoint  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing 
for  us  all  if  such  counsel  were  freely  taken,  for  nothing  can 
be  better  than  to  turn  to  a  compact  volume  to  find  a  recipe 
for  a  thing  which  is  suddenly  wanted.    It  is  convenient 
also,  if  the  thing  does  not  turn  out  quite  right,  to  shelter 
■ourselves  behind  that  deadly  dictum,   "It's  B.P."  This 
cuts  another  way,  however.    Once  an  article  is  in  the  B.P., 
either  by  formula,  innocent  synonym,  or  probably  vague 
foot  note,   it  becomes  a  weapon  of    offence  for  public 
naljsts  and  food-and-drug  inspectors    to    wield.  This 
atter  consideration  appears  not  to  have  been  thought 
f  by  idealist  revisionists.    They  seem  only  to  recognise 
hat  there  are  certain  inconveniences  at  the  dispensing- 
ounter  from  the  lack  of  standards  for  certain  things.  For 
xample,  syr.  hypophos.  co. — well,  Fellows's  syrup  is  what 
everybody  has  imitated,  and  the  strictly  conscientious  ] 
pharmacist  should,  therefore,  dispense  Fellows's,  since  it  is  i 
the  standard  that  all  go  by.    So  with  Easton's  ;  the  original 
■formula  is  accessible,  and  even  if  we  improve  upon  it  phar- 
maceutically,  as  everybody  tries,  the  syrup  is  still  of  Easton's 
trength.     This,  however,  is  another  consideration.  We 
tnust  repeat  that  a  degree  of  caution  is  required  in  intro- 
ducing new  substances,  new  preparations,  and  new  synonyms 
onto  the  Pharmacoptjeia.    Time  must  be  allowed  for  them  to 
icome  into  general  use  before  they  are  officialised,  and  we 
must  be  sure  that  the  standard  chosen  does  not  throw  the 
practice  of  any  considerable  part  of  the  country  into  confu- 
sion.   Even  the  bulk  of  the  Pharmacopceia  is  entitled  to 
some  consideration.    At  present  it  is  about  the  average 
amongst  Pharmacopoeias,  for  it  contains  898  articles.  The 
German  has  603,  the  American  99i,  Swiss  1,038,  Belgian 
1,140,  Spanish  and  Portuguese"  about  1,600  each,  and  the 
French  Codex  2.039.    The  last-named  contains  formulaj  for 
such  things  as  eau  de  Cologne  and  tooth-powder.    It  is  on 
the  lines  praised  by  ambitious  Pharmacopojia  advocates. 
"What  if  their  ideals  were  realised  ?  Weekly  prosecutions  for 
the  sale  of  non-official  pomade  and  opening -pills,  mayhap. 

Limiting  ourselves  to  the  higher  issues,  however,  there 
•comes  in  the  consideration  of  officialising  imitj,tions  of 
popular  medicines.  There  is  no  question  about  the  legality 
of  this  course — it  is  on  the  morality  that  we  have  qualms  of 
■conscience;  but  since  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
and  even  the  pharmacopoeial  authorities,  have  succeeded  in 
lising  superior  to  that,  the  principle  may  be  taken  as  esta- 


blished. The  only  thing  that  remains  is  to  make  a  choice 
selection  of  proprietary  articles  which  the  General  Medical 
Council  should  provide  formula:  for,  and  in  this  work  they 
will  need  assistance — much  assistance.  But  there  will  be  no 
assurance  that  the  old  proprietary  articles  will  die  out  and 
new  ones  will  not  come  forward.  We  do  not  suppose  that 
Fellows's  syrup  would  suffer  a  bit  more  than  Browne's 
chlorodyne  from  the  introduction  of  a  B  P.  imitation  of  it. 
While  we  have  a  rage  for  specialising  in  medicine  and  phar- 
macy extra-pharmacopoeial  medicines  will  be  popular,  and 
the  British  Pharmacopceia  will  not  stop  them  as  the  idealists 
seem  to  think. 

Mr.  Boyd  advocated  the  introduction  of  formulas  for 
certain  pills,  powders,  &c.,  and  there  was  much  good  sense 
in  what  he  said  on  this  point.    Our  aperient  and  astringent 
pills  look  terribly  antiquated  in  the  light  of  modern  know- 
ledge ;   but  when  we  regard  the  facts  about  them,  the 
frequency  with  which  they  are  called  for,  there  appears  to 
be  little  justification  for  wholesale  revolution.    Still,  we 
agree  so  far  with  this  suggestion  as  to  urge  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee  to  consider  whether  they  cannot  add  to 
galenical  preparations  in  each  class  of  pharmaco -dynamics 
some  including  modern  remedies.    If  they  succeed  in  doing 
this  (past  experience  makes  us  doubt  a  general  success),  we 
hope  that  popular  names  will  not  be  adopted;  anything  like 
"Aperient     Pill,"     "  Diarrhcca- mixture "    or  "Digestive 
Powder  "  would  be  fatal  to  many  private  interests,  and  the 
interests  of  the  drug-trade  as  a  whole.    But  we  would  have 
no  objection  to  a  brief  general  statement  of  the  thera- 
peutic uses  of  such  preparations.    We  also  agree  that  it  is 
time  to  remove  a  large  number  of  almost  obsolete  remedies 
from  the  Pharmacopoeia,  not  because  it  is  useless  to  have 
them  there,  but  that  room  may  be  made  for  more  important 
articles.    There  is  little  to  be  gained  by  increasing  the  bulk 
of  the  book  largely.    At  present  it  is  one  of  the  cheapest  of 
Pharmacopoeias,  and  though  highly  profitable  to  the  Medical 
Council,  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  complain  if  the  price 
were  raised  when  the  size  was  increased.    Yet  there  would 
be  a  howl  all  round  if  that  happened. 


OUR   FOREIGN  TRADE   IN  1894. 

The  official  returns  relating  to  the  export  and  import  trade 
are  justly  regarded  as  a  valuable  portion  of  the  materials 
from  which  the  economist  forms  his  opinions  of  the  com- 
mercial position  of  a  given  nation,  and  in  no  country  are 
those  statistics  published  with  greater  promptitude  than  in 
our  own.  It  is  true  that  our  "Board  of  Trade  Returns,"  as 
they  are  familiarly  called,  are  capable  of  improvement  in 
in  the  matter  of  minuteness,  but  their  accuracy  is  probably 
greater  than  those  of  other  countries  where  complex  and 
high  Customs  tariffs  offer  special  inducements  for  false 
representations  concerning  the  nature  and  value  of  imported 
merchandise,  or  for  smuggling.  The  official  accounts  of  the 
foreign  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  for  1894  do  not  look 
quite  so  black  as  might  have  been  expected  from  the  almost 
unexampled  complaints  of  stagnation  of  trade  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  The  subjoined  figures  relate  to  the 
aggregate  declared  value  of  our  foreign  trade  during  the 
past  thirteen  years  in  millions  of  pounds,  the  fractions  of

At  first  sight  these  statistics  appear  to  indicate  that  the 
rapid  increase  in  foreign  trade  which  marked  the  four 
years  from  1888  to  1891  has  been  followed  by  a  symmetrical 
period  of  retrogression  during  which  we  have  fallen  back  to 
almost  the  lowest  point  touched  within  the  last  thirteen 
years.  That  view,  however,  is  only  partly  correct.  There 
has  been  an  extraordinary  decline  in  the  value  of  almost  all 
staple  articles  in  the  course  of  the  period  under  review,  and 
a  decline  in  the  total  value  of  goods  exported  and  imported 
may  well  have  been  accompanied  by  the  steady  maintenance, 
or  even  an  actual  increase,  in  the  quantities  of  merchandise 
that  have  reached  and  left  our  shores.  And  it  is  certainly 
more  to  the  interest  of  the  great  mass  of  the  population  to 
be  able  to  buy  their  requirements  at  low  prices  than  that 
the  goods  they  produce  should  sell  at  high  figures.  From 
this  point  of  view,  therefore,  the  shrinkage  in  the  value  of  our 
foreign  trade  is  much  less  alarming  than  it  looks  to  the 
manufacturer  or  exporter. 

The  principal  classes  of  merchandise  which  exhibit  in- 
creased values  of  imports  in  1894  over  1893  are  raw  materials 
(4  6  per  cent.),  manufactured  goods  (4  7  per  cent.),  and  living 
animals  (43  per  cent  ).     But  the  imports  of  articles  of 
food  and  drink  have  decreased  by  about  3  per  cent.,  and 
metals  also  show  a  slight  falling-off.    In  British  and  Irish 
exports  there  have  been  notable  increases  in  the  value  of  the 
shipments  of  (A)  articles  of  food  and  drink,  (  B)  raw  materials, 
and  (C)  machinery.  Class  A  includes  "  pickles,  sauces,  con- 
■^diments,  and  confectionery,"  of  which  we  exported  1,136,933Z. 
worth  in  1894,  against  1,102,849^  in  1893,  and  ' '  provisions,"  of 
which  the  figures  are  815,643Z.  and  722,414Z.  respectively.  These 
trades  are  not  of  great  importance  yet  in  the  budget  of 
our  national  commerce,  but  their  growth  is  noteworthy  as 
afEording  evidence  that  in  one  branch  of  industry— that  of 
food-preservation — this  country  more  than  holds  its  own.  The 
figures  also  confirm  the  statements  of  foreign  explorers  who 
have  come  to  this  country  lately  to  victual  their  expeditions 
that  the  science  of  extracting  the  valuable  elements  from 
food  and  preserving  them  has  nowhere  attained  to  such 
eminence  as  in  Britain.    The  export  salt  trade,  which 
since  the    formation  of  the  Salt    Union  has    suffered  ! 
-greatly  from  foreign  competition,  has  also  revived  con- 
siderably.    The  renewed  vigour  with  which  Americans, 
South  Africans,  and  Australians  applied  themselves  last  J 
year  to  the  consumption  of  British  and  Irish  spirits  is, 
perhaps,  a  doubtful  cause  of  rejoicing.    The  increase  in  the 
exports  of  raw  materials  is  wholly  accounted  for  by  in- 
creased coal-shipments,  which  represent  so  much  reduction 
of  our  stock  of  natural  riches.    Yarn  and  textile  shipments, 
which  form  nearly  one-  half  of  our  total  export  trade,  keep 
up  fairly  well,  but  in  metal  goods  there  has  been  a  con- 
siderable decline.     The   machinery    shipments    show  a  ; 
'large  increase,  but  as  a  great  portion  of  these  eminently 
utilitarian  articles  are  purchased  by  foreigners  only  to  enable 
them  to  do  without  our  manufactures,  it  is  doubtful  whether, 
from  our  point  of  view,  this  is  an  encouraging  fact, 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  significance  that  while  the  value 
of  British  alkali  exported  has  undergone  a  considerable  : 
decrease,  the  quantity  and  value  of  foreign  alkali  imported 
into  this  country  has  risen  from  56,245  cwt.  (worth  41,516Z.) 
in  1892  to  155,657  cwt.  (worth  103,824Z.)  in  1894.  Of  un- 
enumerated  foreign  chemicals  we  imported  1,502,294^.  in 
1892,  1,355,646^.  in  1893,  and  1,375,287^.  in  1894.  For  the 
first  time,  glass  bottles  are  mentioned  separately  in  the 


import-list.  We  received  821,728  gross  of  them  (value 
425,8523.)  last  year.  Our  exports  of  British-made  bottles 
were  worth  330,3433.  in  1892,  305,781?.  in  1893,  and  302  8253 
in  1894.

It  is  a  pity  that  some  effort  is  not  made  by  the  authorities 
to  bring  about  a  greater  reciprocal  uniformity  in  the  classifi- 
cation of  articles  among  the  different  countries  of  the  world. 
The  American,  French,  and  German  trade  statistics  give 
particulars  of  the  imports  and  exports  of  all  the  principal 
drugs,  essential  oils,  and  fine  chemicals ;  in  our  returns, 
nearly  the  whole  of  these  goods  are  lumped  together  under 
the  meaningless  headings  of  "  unenumerated  articles  "  an(5 
"  medicines,  comprising  drugs." 


THE  IPECACUANHA  "  ALLOWANCES. 
In  our  issue  of  last  week  we  referred  to  the  agitation  lately 
set  on  foot  for  the  abolition  of  the  customary  allowances- 
upon  the  sale  of  ipecacuanha  in  the  London  produce-market. 
The  question  was  discussed  out  at  Thursday's  drug-auctions, 
and  ended,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings on  another  page,  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  ■ 
to  inquire  into  the  whole  matter  of  drug  allowances. 

The  advocates  of  the  abolition  of  ,the  "  trett  "  allowance 
take  their  stand  upon  the  alleged  increase  of  the  direct 
shipments  of  Colombian  and  Brazilian  ipecacuanha  to 
France.  There  seems  to  be  good  reason  for  believing  that 
such  a  tendency  does  exist,  but  it  is  a  pity  that  the  aboli- 
tionists did  not  bring  forward  definite  statistics  in  support, 
of  their  assertion  at  the  time  when  they  started  their  agita- 
tion, for  it  could  not  have  been  very  diflBcult  for  them,  if 
the  French  competition  is  really  so  threatening  as  they 
would  have  us  believe,  to  prove  their  case  from  the  evidence 
of  oflicial  statistics.  Meanwhile,  it  is  of  some  interest  to 
consider  the  bearings  of  the  question  so  far  as  the  buyers 
in  the  Mincing  Lane  market  are  concerned. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  clear  that  if  the  French  imports  are 
increasing,  their  growth  is  collateral  with  a  marked  expan.siork 
of  the  London  imports.  For  the  fifteen  years  or  so  pre- 
ceding 1886  our  average  imports  of  ipecacuanha  did  not 
exceed  700  packages  annually,  the  smallest  figures  during 
that  period  being  490  packages  in  1880 ;  the  largest  in  1882, 
when  1,024  packages  were  received  into  the  London  ware- 
houses. Since  then  our  ipecacuanha  trade  has,  in  the  well- 
worn  phrase,  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds.  Here  are  the 
figures  for  the  last  ten  years  :—

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Taking  3s  6d  per  lb.  as  the  average  value  of  the  drug, 
our  ipecacuanha  trade  is,  at  a  moderate  valuation,  worth 
about  32,000Z.  a  year.  These  statistics  certainly  do  not 
show  much  to  complain  about.  It  is  true  that  since 
1891  the  quantity  of  Colombian  ipecacuanha  imported 
here  has  increased  very  considerably,  but,  even  if  this 
variety  be  left  out  of  account  altogether,  the  trade  in 
Brazilian  root  stiU  shows  a  noteworthy  expansion.  Yet,  it 
is  said,  our  superiority  is  menaced,  because  the  Brazilian 
exporters  are  finding  out  that  they  obtain  better  returns  for 
what  they  send  to  France  direct  than  for  the  root  they  consign 
to  London.  If  that  is  really  the  case,  it  would  be  well  worth 
inquiring  whether  the  cause  does  not  lie  in  the  greater 
expense  of  handling  the  goods  in  the  Port  of  London  than 
in  the  warehouses  of  Havre  and  Paris.  The  notorious  un- 
progressiveness  and  general  unadaptability  to  the  changing 
conditions  of  trade  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  the  docks 
in  this  port  have  often  been  contributory  causes  of  the 
deviation  of  trade  in  produce  to  more  economically-managed 
continental  ports.  We  do  not  say  that  it  is  so  in  the  case 
of  ipecacuanha,  which  is  a  comparatively  expensive  drug, 
and  better  able  to  bear  costly  handling  than  many  others. 
It  may  even  be  that  the  old  system  of  tares,  "  tretts," 
"drafts,"  and  the  like  is  out  of  date,  and  that  the  trade  of 
London  would  ultimately  benefit  by  its  abolition.  There  is 
certainly  an  eighteenth-century  flavour  about  some  of  the 
odd  trade  customs  that  have  been  handed  down  to  us  from 
the  old  company-days  when  London  had  the  unchallenged 
monopoly  of  the  importation  of  certain  classes  of  produce. 
But  if  the  advocates  of  the  innovation  thick  that  such  an 
expedient  as  the  abolition  of  a  few  allowances  is  going  to 
help  appreciably  to  make  London  the  one  drug-centre  of  the 
world  they  .  deceive  themselves  altogether.  London  has 
never  held  that  position  in  the  past,  nor  will  it  in  the  future. 
No  amount  of  allowar.ce-tinkering  will  alter  the  tendency  of 
modern  trade  towards  simpliScation  of  distribution.  It 
is  rather  a  matter  of  congratulation  that,  in  spite  of  the 
growth  of  rival  importing  markets  abroad,  the  London  drug- 
trade  should  have  coatinued  to  hold  its  own  as  it  has  done ; 
for,  in  bulk,  it  is  probably  bigger  now  than  it  ever  has  been, 
and,  with  the  increase  of  population  and  industrial  activity 
abroad,  it  is  unavoidable  that  a  certain  portion  of  articles 
should  find  their  way  directly  to  the  consuming  countries. 
Good  may  come,  nevertheless,  of  the  deliberations  of  the  com- 
mittee that  has  now  been  appointed,  and  it  is  certainly  much 
better  that  a  matter  of  such  general  interest  to  the  drug- 
trade  should  be  discussed  by  a  representative  body  of  the 
whole  of  that  trade,  and  a  definite  decision  arrived  at,  than 
that  proposals  for  the  abolition  or  alteration  of  this  or  that 
custom  should  be  fitfully  sprung  upon  the  druggists  at 
irregular  intervals.  Perhaps  a  thorough  change  in  the  London 
selling-terms  of  drugs  is  necessary ;  still,  the  druggist- 
middleman,  so  long  as  his  services  are  required,  is  worthy  of 
his  hire.  No  branch  of  the  produce  trade  requires  sounder 
judgment,  greater  general  and  technical  knowledge,  than 
his.  The  druggist's  experience  is  the  result  of  years  of  appli- 
cation. The  articles,  in  which  he  deals  are  not  sold  ton-wise, 
like  sugar  or  coffee,  nor  by  cargo  loads,  like  wheat  or  nitrate 
of  soda.  For  him  a  "  bare  commission,"  such  as  pays  the 
dealer  in  staple  articles  of  consumption,  is  not  a  fair  re- 
muneration, and  the  man  who  pretends  that  he  works  upon 
such  a  basis  is  pretty  sure  (unless  his  connection  is  a  very 
extensive  one)  to  "take  it  out  of"  his  clients  in  some  way. 
The  "  trett "  allowance,  round  which  all  this  hubbub 
revolves,  is  a  very  moderate  one.  After  all,  the  French  | 
middleman  must  live  as  well  as  his  British  colleague,  and 
we  question  greatly  whether  his  services  could  be  rendered 
more  cheaply.    The  days  when  selling  produce  in  Mincing  ; 


Lane  was  as  good  as  owning  a  gold-mine  are  gone  for  ever. 
Competition  has  long  ago  brought  down  profits  to  a  point 
beyond  which  they  cannot  well  fall.  Cutting  off  the  re- 
maining small  "  allowances  "  on  drugs  may  in  the  end  mean 
either  that  the  middleman  will  be  forced  to  recoup  himself 
in  some  other  way,  or  that  he  will  leave  these  pruned-down 
drugs  alone  and  turn  his  energies  into  a  channel  where  they 
find  more  profitable  remuneration.  The  middleman,  on  his- 
part,  would  do  well  to  remember  Adam  Smith's  words, 
which  remain  as  true  to-day  as  when  they  were  writtec^ 
over  a  century  ago: — '  When  profit  diminishes,"  said  the- 
author  of  the  "  Wealth  of  Nations,"  "  merchants  are  very 
ai^t  to  complain  that  trade  decays  ;  thoagh  the  diminution 
of  profit  is  the  natural  effect  of  it  3  prosperity,  or  of  a  greater 
stock  being  employed  in  it  than  before." 


ANTITOXIN  FATALITIES. 

Mr.  Lennox  Browne  writes  to  the  Medical  Press  to  say 
that  a  further  experience  of  antitoxin  has  resulted 'in  sis 
deaths  out  of  a  total  of  eight  cases,  all  due  to  inflammation 
of  the  kidneys.  This  is  a  singular  confirmation  of  the  testi- 
mony from  Dr.  Benda,  of  Berlin,  who,  on  post- mortcr/t 
examination  of  39  subjects  dying  under  the  antitoxin  treat- 
ment, found  nephritis  in  33  cases,  eight  of  which  were  of 
severe  grade.  Mr.  Browne  thinks  that  if  we  are  to  get 
at  the  truth  of  the  results  of  antitoxin  treatment  an  autop>y,, 
should  be  made  on  every  case  dying  under  it. 

THE  TRADE  IN  KOLA. 

Last  summer  the  United  States  Government  instructetl 
its  Consuls  at  Bathurst,  Goree-Dakar,  Mourovia,  and  Sierra 
Leone  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa,  at  Mozambique  Jind'- 
Zanzibar  on  the  East  Coast,  and  at  Tamatave  in  Madagascar 
to  collect  information  on  the  cultivation  of  the  kola-tree- 
and  the  trade  in  its  seed.    As  might  have  been  expected, . 
the  Consuls  in  Madagascar  and  Zanzibar  report  that  the  ■ 
kola-nut  does  not  grow  in  their  districts,  and  is  not  im- 
ported there.    No  reports  from  the  other  representatives' 
who  have  been  written  to  have  yet  been  published,  with  the 
exception  of  one  by  Mr.  Pooley,  the  Consul  at  Sierra  Lecne. 
According  to  that  gentleman  the  kola-fruit  grows  in  pods 
containing  from  three  to  eight  seeds.    When  full  the  pod 
changes  from  a  green  to  a  red-brownish  colour.    The  seed?, 
when  collected,  are  laid  by  for  a  few  days  to  allow  the  skin, 
to  soften,  that  it  may  be  easily  removed  by  washing.    The  ■ 
seeds  are  exported  fresh  and  dry.    To  keep  them  fresh  care  • 
should  be  taken  that  they  are  properly  washed  with  clean,., 
fresh  water,  not  a  particle  of  the  decayed  skin  being  allowed 
to  remain  on.    After  the  water  has  drained  the  seeds  are  put 
into  a  cane  basket,  inlaid  with  a  broad  leaf  from  a  plant  of 
the  natural  order  Malvacece,  peculiarly  adapted  to  keep- 
the  nuts  fresh  for  a  considerable  time — say,  three  montbs- 
and  more — and  to  keep  away  worms,  which  are  very- 
destructive  to  the  seeds.    After  the  removal  of  the  skin, 
by  washing,  the  seeds,  if  they  are  to  be  exported  dry,  are 
simply  split  into  pieces  and  dried  in  the  sun.    The  fresh- 
nuts  are  sold  in  Freetown  at  from  21.  to  4Z.  per  bushel.    The-  • 
total  exports  of  kolas  from  Sierra  Leone  in  1893  amounted 
to  9,354  cwt.,  valued  at  40,105?.    The  natives,  says  the 
Consul,  usually  eat  one  nut  in  the  early  morning  to  ward  - 
off  craving  for  food  while  travelling,  and  one  at  night  to-  - 
induce  sleep. 

CHLORATE-OF-POTASSIUM  LOZENGES  ARE  DANGEROUS, 
Dr.  Lindsay  Johnson  (Stratford  Place,  W.)  writes  to  the- 
]  British  Medical  Joumal  regarding  a  patient  for  whom  be 
j  ordered  ordinary  chlorate -of -potash  lozenges  (B.P.),  which 
were  keptloosein  the  waisocoat-pocketforconvenience.  With- 
out thinking  what  he  was  doing,  he  put  an  unopened  Swedish 
;  safety  box  of  matches  into  the  same  pocket.    While  bendiiisr 
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down  to  pick  up  somethiog  on  the  floor  the  loz^ngus  rubbed 
against  the  friction- paper  on  the  outside  of  the  box.  This 
set  the  entire  box  alight,  and  the  heat  kindled  all  the 
matches  in  the  box.  The  Iczsnges  added  fusi  to  the 
flames.  The  result  was  that  the  gentleman  was  instantly  in 
flames,  the  combustion  beicg  of  explosive  violence.  He  was 
severely  burned.  Dr.  Johnson  thinks  that  it  might  be  well 
if  a  caution  were  to  be  printed  on  the  bottle  or  box  in  which 
the  lozenges  are  sold  to  the  effect  that  they  should  in  no  case 
be  carried  loose.  With  this  recommendation  we  entirely  agree. 
This  is  not  the  first  occasion  we  have  recorded  accidents 
like  the  above,  and  Mr.  Alden's  alarming  story  about  the 
disappearance  of  two  men  who  used  chlorate-of-potash 
lozenges  is  enough  to  make  all  druggists  regard  these  appa- 
rently harmless  and  nasty  sweets  with  greater  caution  than 
they  do. 

FAILURES  IN  1894. 
The  total  number  of  failures  in  the  United  Kingdom  in 
1894,  comprising  bankruptcies  (5,546),  deeds  of  arrangement 
(4,467),  and  Scotch  trust-deeds  (494),  was  10,507,  which  is 
151  fewer  than  in  1893,  the  year  when,  under  the  existing 
Bankruptcy  Acts,  failures  had  reached  high-water  mark. 
We  find  from  the  valuable  tables  published  half-yearly  by 
Mr.  Kichard  Seyd,  F.S  S.,  that  chemists  and  druggists  share 
in  this  slight  improvement.  In  1893  our  trade  contribcted 
34  bankruptcies  and  37  deeds  to  the  total ;  in  1894  the 
record  was  27  and  31  respectively.  These  include  in  both 
years  the  failures  in  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  branches. 
Among  aerated-water  makers  there  were  in  all  26  failures 
in  1894  (32  in  1893)  ;  in  the  medical  profession  there  were 
37  failures  in  1894  against  54  in  1893.  It  may  promote  our 
modesty  to  compare  these  humble  figures  with  the  more 
imposing  statistics  of  other  trades.  Grocers,  for  instance, 
have  a  record  of  875  failures,  drapers  551,  farmers  578, 
publicans  704,  builders  519.  Of  these  the  last  two  have 
exceeded  the  1893  totals,  while  the  others  show  a  fair  im- 
provement. 

CHLOROFORM-NARCOSIS. 

The  Hyderabad  Chloroform  Commission  report  has 
met  with  another  reverse.  Professor  Leonard  Hill,  M.B.,  in 
a  communication  to  the  Royal  Society  on  "  The  Influence 
of  the  Force  of  Gravity  on  the  Circulation,"  refers  specially 
to  chloroform-narcosis,  stating  that  chloroform  rapidly  para- 
lyses the  compensatory  vaso-motor  mechanism  and  damages 
the  heart.  Ether,  on  the  other  hand,  only  paralyses  the 
compensatory  vaso-motor  mechanism  very  slowly,  and  when 
pushed  in  enormous  amounts,  the  vaso-motor  paralysis 
induced  by  these  anoesthetics  lasts  for  some  considerable 
time  after  the  removal  of  the  anjesthetics.  He  finds  that 
chloroform  can,  by  destroying  the  compensation  for  gravity, 
kill  the  animal,  if  it  be  placed  with  the  abdomen  on  a  lower 
level  than  the  heart,  but  elevation  or  compression  of  the 
abdomen  immediately  compensates  for  the  vaso-motor 
paralysis  produced  by  chloroform,  and  this,  coupled  with 
artificial  respiration  and  with  squeezing  of  the  heart  through 
the  thoracic  walls,  is  the  best  means  of  restoring  an  animal 
from  collapse  after  the  administration  of  chloroform.  These 
views  are  entirely  opposed  to  the  conclusions  of  the  Hydera- 
■ibad  Commission.

The  PublisJiers'  Circular  has  an  interesting  analytical 
table  showing  the  number  of  new  books  and  new  editions 
in  various  branches  of  literature  published  in  this  country 
in  1894.  The  total  number  of  books  published  was  6,485, 
or  103  more  than  in  1893.  New  books  devoted  to  "  medi- 
cine, surgery,  kc."  (a  branch  which  inclodes  pharmacy), 
numbered  97,  new  editions  of  books  of  this  class  59.  la 
1893  the  figures  were  93  and  58  respectively.  Next  to  that 
on  "  arts  and  sciences  "  the  department  of  "  medical "  litera- 
ture was  the  smallest  of  the  fourteen  into  which  the  Circular 
divides  the  year's  publications. 


Dr.  Raoul  Blondell,  formerly  demonstrator  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  and  Secretary  of  the  Societe  de  Therapeatique 
de  Paris,  has  just  been  appointed  editor  of  the  Rtvus  de 
I  TtLerapeutique.    This  journal  has  already  been  in  existence 
'  sixty-two  jears,   having  been   established  in  1833.  Dr. 
I  Blondell  has  associated  with  him  a  number  of  clever  young 
'  workers  in  medicine  and  surgery  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
editorial  committee  is  Dr.  E.  Vogt,  son  of  the  celebrated 
Carl  Vogt,  of  Geneva.    Under  the  direction  of  these  able 
writers  the  jourcal  will,  no  doubt,  have  continued  success, 
j  We  observe  that  it  is  intended  to  publish  two  original 
articles  in  each  issue. 


i     Mr   Malcolm  Morris  has  begun  his  editorship  of  the 

\  Practitioner  in  good  style.  The  number  for  January  con- 
tains several  excellent  original  papers,  and  in  "  The  Month  " 
Mr.  Morris  has  something  to  say  about  his  journal  and  about 
the  antitoxin  treatment.  He  neatly  puts  it  that  "  in  esti- 
mating the  value  of  any  new  remedy  it  is  always  well  to 
leave  a  margin  for  shrinkage.     One  of  the  lessons  which  the 

I  philosophy  of  medical  history  teaches  is  that  a  new  remedy 
always  cures."  Elsewhere  in  the  journal  are  some  critical 
comments  upon  the  use  of  compressed  medicaments  ("  tab- 

I  loids  "  the  writer  calls  them  throughout,  which  term  should 
exclusively  be  applied  to  one  manufacture  only).  The  sub- 
stantial effect  of  the  criticism  is  that  "  the  tabloid  form  of 

1  administration  has  its  limits,"  and  there  are  "  innumerable 
conditions  and  circumstances  in  which  their  employment  is 
patticularly  suitable  and  advantageous."    The  criticism  is, 

I  on  the  whole,  a  temperate  one,  and  useful  as  indicating  how 

]  drugs  should  and  should  not  be  administered.  We  may 
mention  that  the  subscription-rate  of  the  Practitioner  has 

I  been  reduced  to  half-a-guinea. 


We  have  received  the  first  number  of  the  Imperial  Institute 
Journal,  a  monthly  record  of  the  work  of  the  Institute  and 
of  commercial  information  generally.  The  Journal  inaugu- 
rates the  practical  existence  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Department  of  the  Institute,  and  will  deal  especially  with 
matters  pertaining  to  foreign  trade  and  industry  throughout 
the  Empire,  Customs  tariffs,  and  the  labour  market.  The 
results  of  the  Institute's  Department  of  Scientific  and  Prac- 
tical Research,  the  object  of  which  is  to  investigate  the 
practical  value  of  new  or  little-known  Indian  and  colonial 
natural  products,  will  also  be  made  public  periodically 
through  the  pages  of  the  Journal.  The  first  number  of  the  ] 
publication  contains,  among  much  other  useful  information, 
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an  article,  on  "  Counterparts  of  the  Imperial  Institute " 
descriptive  of  various  commercial  museums  abroad,  and  a 
paper  which,  in  substance,  is  Mr.  Clements  Markbam's  lec- 
ture on  coca  delivered  at  the  Institute  last  year.  The 
alkaloid  from  the  Java  coca-leaf  therein  described  is  not,  by 
the  way,  known  as  tro2)si)ii\  but  as  tropainc.  The  size  of  the 
new  paper  is  somewhat  too  large,  and  the  printing  mostly  too 
small,  to  afford  comfortable  reading.  Still,  it  is  never  fair  to 
judge  a  paper  by  its  first  number.

Yet  there  have  not  been  many  changes — only  three  or 
four  in  all  that  long  period.    A  hundred  and  forty  years  ago 
"the  place  was  in  the  hands  of  a  Mr.  Jones  ;  to  him  succeeded 
Mr.  Gillott,  and  after  him  came  Mr.  Eadley,  who  was  there 
for  close  upon  forty  years.    Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  the 
present  proprietor,  came  into  occupation  seventeen  years  ago, 
and  now  he  has  to  go,  too,  for  the  work  of  improving  the 
Keighbourhood  is  going  to  obliterate  the  shop  altogether. 
The  municipal  reformer  is  raking  it  in  his  stride,  and  down 
it  must  come.    With  its  antiquated  appearance,  and  sur- 
rounded by  establishments  erected  in  accordance  with  later 
ideas,  though  these  have  lost  something  of  their  modernness 
"in  the  forward  rush,  the  old  house  carried  the  mind  back 
irresistibly  to  the  past.    The  reason  for  the  demolition  is 
that  the  Corporation  are  about  to  widen  the  street.  Some 
weeks  ago  they  purchased  the  freehold,  and  then  negotia- 
■tions  were  opened  with  Mr.  Newsholme  for  the  lease,  which 
does  not  expire  until  July,  1905.    The  Ccrporation  proposed 
to  give  Mr.  Newsholme  2,000Z.  for  his  interest  in  the  lease, 
leaving  him  to  remove  his  trade-fistures,  but  to  give  up 
possession  on  July  1  next.    When  the  matter  came  before 
the  City  Council  on  Wednesday,  howevei,  opposition  was 
■forthcoming  from  several  of  themembsrs.    Alderman  Carter 
asked  what  had  induced  the  committee  to  oSer  a  sum  which, 
in  his  opinion,  was  exorbitant.    He  would  prefer  arbitra- 
tion.   Mr.  J.  M.  Furness  (chemist)  proposed  an  amendment 
that  the  recommendation  be  not  adopted,  urging  that  the 
matter  should  be  deferred  five  years,  a  cour.'.e  which  he  cal- 
culated would  save  the  ratepayers  about  3,100Z.,  taking  into 
<.onsideration  the  rates  that  would  be  lost  by  carrying  out 
the  present  proposal.     Other  buildings  were  to  be  left 
standing  in  the  way  of  the  completion  of  the  scheme  of 
widening  the  street,  so  that  he  thought  this  might  be  left 
Also.    The  Mayor  and  others  censured  these  speakers  for 
thus  forcing  the  hands  of  the  Counci],  and  defended  the 
.proposal,  which  was  ultimately  agreed  to.

These  are  the  two  new  medical  bironets  of  the  new  year: 
Sir  J.  Russell  Reynolds,  the  present  President  of  the  Royal 


College  of  Physicians;  and  Sir  John  Eric  Erichsen,  formerly 
President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons. 

Miss  Hamilton,  M.D  ,  the  English  lady-physician  who 
accepted  an  engagement  as  harem-physician  to  the  Ameer  of 
Afghanistan  some  time  ago,  is  still  at  Cabul,  where,  apparently, 
she  intends  to  remain  for  some  time,  although  the  period  for 
which  she  was  originally  engaged  by  the  Ameer  has  expired. 
Miss  Hamilton,  her  sister,  and  their  French  housekeeper  are 
now,  we  believe,  the  only  European  women  in  the  Ameer's 
capital,  the  small  European  colony  which  formerly  existed  in 
Cabul  having  mostly  returned  to  India.  It  is  said  that  besides 
having  more  than  once  attended  the  chief  queen.  Miss 
Hamilton  attended  daily  upon  the  Ameer  during  his  recent 
illness,  and  prescribed  for  him.  What  a  European  physician's 
life  is  like  in  Afghanistan  was  described  iu  detail  in  our 
columns  last  year,  when  we  published  an  interview  with 
Dr.  Gray,  late  physician  to  Abdnrrhamau  Khan. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  Holtz,  late  managing  director  of 
Schering's  Chemische  Fabrik  in  Berlin,  has  been  made  the 
occasion  of  a  manife.'tation  of  goodwill  towards  that  gentle- 
man on  the  part  of  the  staff  and  workmen  of  the  factory 
which  must  have  been  very  flattering  to  the  recipient.

Professor  Merling,  who  succeeds  Dr.  Holtz,  on 
that  occasion  presented  his  predecessor  on  behalf  of  the 
staff  with  an  artistic  address  designed  by  Herr  Hacker,  the 
Court  lithographer,  and  with  a  similar  testimonial  on  behalf 
of  all  the  men  employed  at  the  works,  setting  forth  their 
appreciation  of  his  humane  and  considerate  character  as  an 
employer  of  labour.  Dr.  Holtz  afterwards  tookleave  specially 
of  every  employe  in  the  factory.  Dr.  Holtz  continues  to  be 
actively  connected  with  other  chemical-factories,  a  circum- 
stance which  allows  him  to  retain  his  honorary  presidency 
of  the  Association  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of 
chemical  industry  in  Germany,  and  the  Society  of  Members 
of  the  Chemical  Industry.

The  Amsterdam  Cinchona-market.

■writes  : — The  Cinchona  bark  sales,  to  be  held  in  Amsterdam 
on  January  24,  will  con>isC  of  356  cates  and  7,761  bales, 
about  706  tons,  divided  as  follows  : —From  Government 
plantations — £5  cases  and  200  bales,  about  24^  tons;  )rom 
private  plantations— 301  cases  and  7,561  boles,  about  681 A 
tons.  This  quantity  contaics  : — Oi  Lruygists  harl; :  Succi- 
rubra — quills,  270  cases :  broken  quills  and  chips,  71  bales 
71  cases;  root,  77  bales  15  cases.  (Jf  Man\i  fa  during  harli: 
Ledgeriana  —  broken  quills  Hnd  chi^js,  5,719  bales;  root,  782 
bales;  officinalis — broken  qnills  acd  chip-,  179  bales;  root, 
66  bales  ;  hjbiid — broken  quills  and  chips,  783  bales  ;  root, 
94  bales. 

The  Examination  of  Drugs  in  New  York. 

Our  recent  observations  on  the  uneven  treatment  meted 
out  to  different  importers  of  drugs  by  the  New  ^ork  drug 
"appraiser"  or  quality-censor,  appear  to  have  stirred  up 
the  whole  question  of  the  use  of  that  functionary  and  of  his 


manner  of  discharging  his  duties.  The  Uil,  Paint,  and  Drug 
Bepcrter,oi  New  York,  in  referring  to  this  matter,  states 
that  "the  fact  has  been  reveale^  that  there  has  been  for  a 
long  time  a  latent  disaffection  with  the  decisions  of  the 
examiners  at  the  Appraisers'  Stores.  One  of  our  prominent; 
drug  importers  claims  that  several  lots  of  lupulin  have  been- 
passed  which  were  unfit  to  be  offered  for  sale ;  that  140". 
;  cases  of  gum  guaiac  recently  imported  were  below  the, 
pharmacopcjuia  standard,  which  is  supposed  to  govern  tha 
examiners,  and  that  lately  two  arrivals  of  spurious  star 
aniseed  were  allowed  to  pass,  although  all  the  oil  had  been 
previously  extracted  by  a  cordial  manufacturer.  Part  ot  one- 
lot  is  claimed  to  have  been  spurious  Japanese  seed,  which  is 
said  to  be  a  deadly  poison  {sic .').  The  claim  is  also  made 
that  drugs  fully  up  to  the  standard  have  been  rejected,  and 
trade  diverted  to  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  other 
ports."  The  matter  has  also  been  discussed  at  the  meeting 
or  the  Drug  Trade  Section  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Trade 
and  Transportation.  On  the  occasion  some  strong  language 
was  used  about  the  alleged  incompetency  of  the  New  York 
I  officials,  who  were  guided  rather  by  the  high  invoice  value- 
I  than  the  quality  of  the  drugs,  and  aboub  their  lack  of  know- 
ledge of  the  proper  classifications  of  arricles  not  specifically- 
enumerated  in  the  tariff. 

I  The  Tpecaouanha  Allowances. 

i 

The  expected  discussion  on  the  abolition  of  the  customary 
allowances  for  ipecacuanha  took  place  at  to-day's  drug- 
auctions.    The  whole  of  the  ipecacuanha  mentioned  in  the 

•  catalogues  was  offered  at  "  Ke-weights,  Actual  Tares,  No- 
allowance  for  draft  or  trett."  When  the  first  lot  was  reached 
Mr.  Andrew  Devitt  observed  that,  having  received  represen- 
tations on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  change  from  a 
prominent  druggist,  who  stated  that  the  action  taken  by 

'  the  brokers  was  premature,  he  had  communicated  with, 
the  importers   for  whom  he  acted,  with  the  resujt  that 
he  would  offer  the    ipecacuanha  mentioned  in  his  cata- 
logue at  the  old  terms.     He  would  then  refiain  from 

j  offering  any  ipecacuanha  at  all  for  the  period  of  one 
month  in  order  to  give  the  parties  interested  in  the  matter 
time  to  discuss  the  question  and  agree  upon  a  plan.  Hisi. 
importers  held  very  decided  views  that  the  ipecacuanha- 
business  would  gradually  be  lost  to  London  unless  the 
allowances  were  done  away  with.  They  had  tried  the  French 
as  well  as  the  English  market,  with  the  result  that  there 
was  a  difference  of  from  7  to  9  per  cent,  on  the  net  proceeds>^ 
in  favour  of  the  consignments  made  to  France.   The  drifting 

!  away  of  the  ipecacuanha-trade  from  London  would  be 
detrimental  to  importers,  brokers,  and  druggists  alike,  and  it- 
was  in  response  to  these  suggestions  that  hrs  firm  had  taken 
the  initiative  in  proposing  the  abolition  of  the  customary 
reductions.    The  whole  list  of  allowances  on  drugs  was  full 

I  of  anomalies,  and  should  be  revised. 

Mr.  S.  Figgis  declined  to  pledge  his  firm  to  Mr.  Devitt 

'  proposal  not  to  offer  any  ipecacuanha  until  the  matter  was. 
settled.  He  would  offer  the  drug  on  the  old  terms  from 
auction  to  auction  ULtil  the  question  was  arranged.  At  the 
same  time  he  formally  proposed  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  inquiie  into  the  matter.  He  suggested  Messrs. 
R.  Barron,  F.  H.  Lescher,  and  Edward  Horner,  as  represen- 
tatives ot  the  home-trade  ;  Messrs.  Stallmann  and  Ashmore, 
jun.,  as  shippers  to  the  American  markets  ;  Mr.  Knowles- 
(Knowles  &  Foster),  importer ;  Messrs.  Ziegele  acd  E- 
Blnhm  (A.  Faber  &  Co.),  on  behalf  of  the  export  druggists;, 
acd  Mr.  Devitt  (Lewis  &  Peat),  F.  Lambert  (Lambert  4^ 

I  Strong),  and  himself,  or  a  member  of  his  firm,  as  representa- 
tive of  the  brokers. 

Mr.  Edward  Horner  seconded,  and  Messrs.  R.  Barron,  E,- 
Bluhm  and  Stallmann  supported  this  propcal,  which  was- 
carried  nem.  con.,  the  name  of  Mr.  De  Lissa,  another  im/- 
porter,  being  subsequently  added. 

The  First  Drug-sales  of  1895. 

The  drug-auctions  which  commenced  to-day  were  ex>-  ■ 
ccedingly  heavy,  and  after  fifteen  of  the  nineteen  brokers' 
catalogues  had  been  disposed  of,  the  remaining  four  were, 
by  general  consent,  held  over  until  to-morrow  (Friday)i' 
morning  at  11  a  m.,  when  the  sales  will  be  resumed. 
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ACID  (CiTBic). — Still  generally  held  at  Is.  Zd.  per  lb., 
although  there  is  talk  of  ofEers  at  Is.  lid.  per  lb.  to-day. 

Aconite. — Twenty-five  bags  small  Japa)iese  were  bought 
in  at  27s.  per  cwt.  to-day. 

Aloes. —  Cape  aloes  is  firmly  held.  Only  13  cases  were 
shown  at  to-day's  auction,  and  these  realised  2Zs.  per  cwt. 
for  fair  but  not  first-class  quality.  Of  Cvrarao  aloes  there 
has  just  been  an  arrival  of  about  200  bags  of  fair  average 
quality,  which  will  be  offered  to-morrow.  At  to-day's 
auctions  78  packages  were  shown,  of  which  34  sold  at  full 
prices — namely,  from  25s.  6d.  for  medium  brown  down  to 
19s.  6d.  for  rather  dull.  A  bid  of  36s.  was  refused  for  fair 
livery  aloes.  Broken  gourds  and  pieces  sold  at  7s.  per  cwt. 
,Socotrine  alces  of  good  quality  is  in  demand  :  17  cases 
realised  80.';  per  cwt.  to- day  for  bright,  and  from  55s.  down  to 
39s.  for  fair  to  dark.

Ambebgrip. — At  to-day's  auctions  only  one  10- cz.  tin 
so-called  ambergris  was  ofiered,  but  no  one  would  bid  as 
much  as  2s.  ^d.  per  cz.  for  it.  The  large  find  which  was 
recently  placed  upon  the  New  York  market  is  said  to  have 
amounted  to  about  260  lbs.  Fire  grey  ambergris  is  now 
quoted  at  97s.  ^d.  per  cz.  News,  dated  November  27,  has 
been  received  from  Hobait,  Tasmania,  stating  that  a  firm  of 
merchants  of  that  town  have  acquired  90  lbs.  of  ambergris, 
which  were  taken  from  the  carcases  of  two  whales  given 
away  by  the  whalers  Behn  and  Wattrnitch  to  a  resident  of 
Port  Davy,  the  whalers  having  extracted  all  the  oil,  blubber, 
and  whalebone,  and  believing  the  remainder  worthless. 
The  Hobart  merchant-firm  are  said  to  have  paid  the  finder 
about  20s.  per  oz.  all  roucd 

Anise,— Several  parcels  were  shown  at  tc-day's  auctions, 
and  mostly  bought  in  at  from  32s.  to  36s  for  fair  Spanish, 
38s  for  Cyprus,  and  37.s',  for  Maltese  seed.  Thirty  bags  of 
fair  palish  Spanish  seed,  however,  sold  at  3Cs  per  cwt. 

Annatto  sbed. — Unchanged.  There  was  a  fair  supply  of 
East  Indian,  all  of  which  was  bought  in.

THE  SALE  OF  MORPHIA. 


At  Croydon,  on  Tuesday  eveniEg,  the  Borough  Corcner  (Dr. 
Jackson,  J.P )  held  an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  ' 
Emily  Susan  Marks,  aged  35  years,  a  trained  nurse,  who  died 
on  Sunday  last  from  the  effects  of  an  overdose  of  morphia. 
A  sister  of  the  deceased  having  proved  that  a  hypodermic 
syringe  and  a  2-oz  bottle,  with  a  cork  bearing  on  ihe  seal 
the  came  Barrett  &  Dix,  were  found  in  her  bed,  and  the 
doctor  having  given  evidence  that  the  death  was  due  to 
morphia-poisoning,  Mr.  Thomas  Heniy  Dix,  of  the  firm  of 
Messrs,  Barrett  &  Dix,  chemists,  of  81  High  Street,  Croydon, 
stated  that  it  was  probable  the  cork  produced  came  from  his 
shop.  Witness  knew  tbe  deceased,  who  had  been  a  customer 
at  his  shop  for  some  years.  He  had  never  known  her  to  be 
served  with  a  hypodermic  injector,  but  on  several  occasions 
she  had  teen  served  with  solution  of  morphia.  There  was 
atropine  in  the  solution  produced,  but  that  had  never  been 
purchased  by  the  deceased  from  his  shop.  Deceased  had 
never  been  supplied  with  morphia  except  on  the  production 
of  a  physician's  prescription.  Witness's  books  showed  that 
one  ot  the  prescriptions  was  signed  by  a  physician  attached 
to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  while  others  were  signed  by  a 
doctor  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Margate.  In  each  case  the 
prescription  was  made  out  to  the  deceased  individually  and 
for  morphia  alone,  and  morphia  alone  was  supplied.  Deceased 
was  last  supplied  with  morphia  in  September.  She  always 
had  1  oz  ,  but  the  bottle  produced  had  contained  2  oz. 

Having  summed  up,  the  jury,  after  a  brief  deliberation, 
found  that  death  was  the  result  of  an  overdose  of  morphia, 
subcutaneousJy  and  inadvertently  injected  by  the  deceased 
herself. 


INDECENT  PHOTOGRAPHS. 


At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  on  Thursday,  before  Sir  John 
Bridge,  Howard  Hogben,  who  manages  a  chemist's  shop  at 
5  Railway  Approach,  Charing  Cross,  was  charged  with  selling 
indecent  photographs.  Detective- sergeant  Ward  deposed  to 
the  arrest  that  morning  upon  a  warrant.  Prisoner  took 
witness  into  a  cellar,  and  took  a  number  of  photographs 
from  the  pocket  of  an  overcoat  which  was  hanging  up  there. 
He  handed  them  to  witness,  and  said,  "  That's  all  1  have 
got."  Witness  returned  to  the  shop  and  found  a  Ucked  bag, 
which  contained  a  book  of  photographs  and  some  loose 
photographs  of  an  indecent  character.  In  another  portion 
of  the  shop  he  found  certain  goods  intended  to  be  used  for 
a  certain  purpose.  There  was  a  second  warrant  in  respect 
to  prisoner's  private  residence  at  Peckham,  where  Detective- 
sergeant  Hailstone  found  five  indecent  photographs. 

Thomas  McGowan,  a  National  Vigilance  Association 
official,  stated  that  on  Wednesday  he  went  to  the  shop. 
The  name  of  "  J.  B.  Hay  "  appeared  upon  the  door.  Prisoner 
was  behind  the  counter.  Witness  was  supplied  with  a 
pick-me-up,  and  then  asked  for  some  photographs,  and  was 
supplied  with  some  at  <\s.  each. 


Prisoner  pleaded  guilty,  and  asked  for  mercy.  He  said 
his  people  were  well  connected.  His  father  was  a  clergyman, 
and  his  brother  was  a  Senior  Wrangler  at  Cambridge.  He 
had  five  children,  and  was  maintaining  three  of  them  at  a 
boarding-school.  Officers  and  others  came  into  his  place  ta 
buy  these  things,  and  the  temptation  to  sell  them  was  verj) 
great. 

Prisoner  was  committed  for  trial.

Iinmpdiute  iiifonnalioii  on  pharmaco-Ugal  niatteis  is  nvaiUtble  in  Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Lairs  of  the  United  Kingdom"  Alpe's  handif-book  of 
Medicine-stamp  Duty,"  and  The  Chemis'I's'  and  Druggists'  Diary. 


212/52.  Inspector  asks  for  information  as  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  inspectors  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
Section  13  of  the  Act  (1875)  provides  that  "Any  medical 
officer  of  health,  inspector  of  nuisances,  or  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures,  or  any  inspector  of  a  market,  or  any 
police-constable,  under  the  direction  and  at  the  cost  of  the 
local  authority  appointing  such  officer,  inspector,  or  con- 
stable, or  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  Act,  may  pro- 
cure any  sample,"  &c.  Under  the  Act  the  Vestry  in  London 
and  the  Quarter  Sessions  and  municipalities  in  the  provinces 
are  the  proper  local  authorities  to  appoint  the  above.  Our 
correspondent  had  better  apply  to  the  Vestry  Clerk  of  his 
district,  who  will  give  him  all  the  necessary  information,  in- 
cluding the  alterations  made  by  the  recent  legislation. 


212/6B.  6f.  A.  H.  asks  : — "  Should  not  names  of  contractors 
and  prices  be  published  by  local  authorities  ?  This  refers 
to  contracts  for  drugs,  &c.  Also  can  a  ratepayer  claim  to 
see  such  contracts  ?  "  Our  correspondent  does  not  mention 
■what  local  authority  he  refers  to,  and  as  there  are  some 
twenty  or  thirty  different  authorities  at  least,  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  answer  his  question.  So  far  as  we  are  aware, 
there  is  no  Act  which  compels  the  publication  of  the  names 
of  the  contractors  and  prices,  although,  as  a  rule,  they  appear 
in  the  local  Press  when  the  tenders  are  opened,  and  applica- 
tion to  the  Clerk  of  the  authority  would  no  doubt  obtiin 
inspection ;  but  if  that  application  fails,  the  only  way  to  gain 
any  information  as  to  the  prices.  Sec  ,  is  to  attend  the  audit 
of  the  rates,  &c.,  when  any  ratepayer  is  entitled  to  see  any 
of  the  vouchers,  which  would,  no  doubt,  give  part  of  the 
information  required.  Under  some  of  the  Acts  governing 
local  authorities,  ratepayers  are  entitled  to  inspect  the  books 
of  the  authority,  but  probably  they  would  not  give  much 
assistance.  We  should  think  that  if  our  correspondent 
were  to  address  himself  to  the  Town  Clerk,  or  the  Clerk  of 
the  Guardians,  as  the  case  may  be,  he  would  obtain  the  in- 
formation he  requires  without  any  difficulty. 


217/45.  A.  M.  S. — It  would  certainly  be  illegal  for  any 
person  not  licensed  to  sell  spirits  to  supply  brandy.  The 
circumstance  of  its  being  ordered  by  a  medical  man  would 
in  no  way  effect  the  law.  If  the  person  for  whom  it  was 
ordered  happened  to  be  in  urgent  need  of  it,  we  suppose 
anyone  who  had  some  would  give  it,  and  in  such  a  case  it  is 
not  likely  that  the  Revenue  authorities  would  prosecute,  but 
they  are  not  likely  to  make  any  special  concession  to  chemists 
to  allow  them  to  sell  brandy  when  they  shall  think  fit.

A  Hawick  druggist  died  this  week  from  an  abdominal 
injury  caused  on  the  curling-pond  (p.  36). 

We  print  the  questions  given  at  the  Pharmaculioal  Pre- 
liminar/  examination  in  Great  Britain  this  week  (p.  39). 

We  print  a  further  instalment  of  recipes  for  counter  prac- 
tice, most  of  them  referring  to  complaints  that  are  common 
just  now  (p.  45). 

The  names  of  those  who  passed  the  Major  examination 
in  London  this  month,  and  of  those  who  passed  the  Major 
and  Minor  in  Edinburgh,  are  given  on  p.  38  and  39. 

Db.  Dupfby  has  reported  most  favourably  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  on  the  Irish  Phatmaceutical  examinations.  This 
matter  was  the  principal  subject  at  the  Council-meeting, 
reported  on  p.  40. 

A  York  chemist  has  been  proceeded  against  for  selling  tr. 
rhei  weak  in  spirit.  Part  of  the  defence  was  that  a  chemist 
is  at  liberty  to  improve  upon  B.P.  methods,  and  the  Magis- 
trates dismissed  the  case  (p.  42). 

Our  Paris  correspondent  reports  a  trial  for  an  omission  of 
musk  from  a  prescription.  The  pharmacien's  defence  was 
that  his  assistant  made  it  up,  so  he  was  not  liable.  But  the 
Judge  held  that  the  law  was  to  the  contrary,  and  imposed  a 
iine  of  500f.  (p.  47). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  have  elected  Mr.  William 
Warren  (an  ex-councillor),  of  London,  to  succeed  Mr.  A.  C. 
Abraham,  of  Liverpool.  The  business  at  the  meeting  was 
of  a  routine  nature  chiefly,  but  it  was  decided  to  draft 
another  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  President  outlined  what  it 
may  contain  (pp.  37-38). 

We  report  two  vinegar-prosecutions.  In  Glasgow,  a  grocer 
was  summoned  for  selling  a  malt  vinegar  which,  the 
prosecution  alleged,  contained  only  5  per  cent  of  malt 
vinegar;  but  the  defence  succeeded  in  proving  that  it  was  a 
distilled  malt  vinegar,  coloured.  In  Nottingham  a  grocer  was 
fined  for  making  a  false  description  (p.  41). 


A  CANCBE-DOCTOR  at  Waterford  has  had  to  pay  a  patient 
for  unskilful  treatment  (p.  36). 

Messes.  James  Woolley,  Sons  ^  Co.,  of  Manchester, 
have  registered  their  business  as  a  limited  company  (p.  46). 

The  foreign  trade  of  this  country  was  not  particularly 
bright  in  1894,  as  may  be  seen  by  reading  the  article  on 
p.  39. 

We  give  abstracts  of  some  of  the  papers  read  in  the 
Pharmacological  Section  of  the  Indian  Medical  Congress 
(p.  44). 

New  proposals  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  ipecacuanha  were 
discussed  at  the  drug-auctions  on  Wednesday,  and  are  com- 
mented upon  on  p.  40. 

We  are  compelled  to  hold  over  several  letters  on  the 
widows'  clause  and  other  subjects,  but  we  print  a  budget  of 
replies  to  correspondents  (p.  61). 

In  an  Editorial  note  we  deal  with  proposals  which  have 
lately  been  made  to  add  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
formulas  for  medicines  in  common  use  and  not  yet  official 
(p.  38). 

A  chemist's  manager  at  Streatham  has  to  pay  damages 
for  assaulting  a  lady-tenant  (p.  42),  and  a  chemist  formerly 
in  business  at  Bournemouth  is  fined  11.  and  bound  over  for 
assaulting  his  wife  (p.  35). 

GiNGEE  in  the  root  has  been  found  to  have  been  par- 
tially exhausted,  and  a  tea  company  at  Burslem  have  been 
fined  for  selling  the  article.  Previous  prosecutions  in 
regard  to  ginger  have  dealt  with  the  powder  only  (p.  43). 

Dr.  Haevey  Attfield  has  communicated  a  paper  to 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  on  a  natural  sodium- 
sulphate  lake  in  AVyoming.  He  traced  the  origin  of  the 
sulphate,  and  showed  that  the  lake  was  not  a  good  invest- 
ment for  the  syndicate  by  whom  he  was  employed  (p.  46), 
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
